Republican Senators made another 
attempt yesterday to have the Senate 
go on record opposing the right of Pi'of. 
Frank L. Simpson, a member of Gov. 
Curley's brain trust, to hold a pniL lime 
staCB pusjltion at a nannual salary of 
$9000 while engaged in other activities, 
'but action on the matter was postponed 
until next Wednesday. 

Senator Donald W. Nicholson of 
Wareham, the Republican floor leader, 
who offered the order on Prof. Simp- 
son's case at the Wednesday session of 
the Senate, made a determined effort 
to have the Senate vote yesterday, but 
Senator Thomas M. Burke of Dor- 
chester moved for postponement and 
after the second heated debate In three 
days Burke's motion prevailed. 

Senator Nicholson called the atten- 
tion of his colleagues to the fact that 
Prof. Simpson is employed as a pam 
legislative coun.?el, registered with the 
sergeant-at-arms office. "It's about 
lime people drawing salaries from the 
state should stay out of legislative mat- 
ters anyway," declared the Wareham 
senator. 

Senator Charles A. P. McAree of 
Haverhill, entering the debate for the 
first time, took the floor to favor post-

Although transfer of the MlUen 
brothers and Abraham Faber from the 
Norfolk county jail at Dedham to the 
state prison at Charlestown originally

another order Jrom Judge Brown to s*»- 
persede it. Otherwise, they will remain 
In Dedham until AprU 18.

DECLARES COSTS

Orders Attwill and Attor-

Gov. Curley took the first step yea- 
terdaiii a drive he proposes to maks 
to compel the New England Telephone 
& Telegraph Co. to reduce Its rates by 
at least 15 per cent. 

"Present rates," the Governor said, 
"are unreasonably high and this com- 
pany must fall in line behind the other 
public utilities corporations in making 
reductions." 

The Governor said he hoped to ar- 
range with telephone company officials 
for a voluntary reduction as a means 
of saving the commonwealth the time, 
energy and expense that would be en- 
tailed In waging a rate reduction fight. 
An invitation, he said, would he ex- 
tended to the telephone officials to 
confer with lUm before any definite 
steps were taken to force a reduction. 

PREPARES DATA 

The Governor had a long discussion. 
yesterday with Henry c. Attwill, chair- 
man of the state public utilities com- 
mission, and Henry P. Fieldhig, an as- 
sistant attorney-general assigned by 
Atty.-Gen. Paul A. Dever, on the meth- 
ods that might be employed to force a 
reduction if no voluntary agreement 
was reached. 

Attwill and Fielding were directed by 
Mr. Curley to assemble within a week 
all available data for consideration by 
him to equip him to confer with tele- 
phone officials. 

The Governor Indicated the reduction 
he is seeking must be made before the 
Legislature prorogues its current ses- 
|.«ion. He expressed the opinion no new 
I legislation would be required to accom- 
plish the rate reduction. He said it 
must not be made af the expense of 
wage reductions within the company. 

Mr. Curtey reviewed a rate reduction 
fight he eijaged In with the telephona 
company shortly after the war when 
an Increase was obtained by th« com-* 
pany following a strike of operators la 
Boston. 

Then, he said, the company asked fo» 
sn Increase of $1,000,000 and after look* 
ing over the committee on the first da/; 
of the hearing a postponement was t» 
quested and when the hearing was r» 1 
sumer! the size of the increase soughil 
had been raised to $11,000,000.

Under the new law, rushed through 
both branches of the l^egislature yes- 
terday and signed by Oovernor Curley, 
the presiding Judge must i.ssue a mitti- 
mus for the transfer, the sheriff must 
then forward a request to the com- 
missioner of corrections for an imme- 
diate transfer, and the commissioner 
determines ^vhether the transfer Is in 
the best interest of public safely, ^and 
can order the condemned men moved 
to the death house. 

Guarding Jail Costly 

Because of the repeated attcmpl.s of 
the Mlllens to escape from Dedham Jail, 
guarding of the condemned men in the 
"Pit" at tho Jail had become an ex- 
pensive and hazardous task, and the 
special legislation was sought to have 
the men taken at once to the death 
house. 

Attorney Scharton stated last night 
that his client, Faber, has not at any 
time attempted an escape, and that In 
the interests ol his general well being, 
and because of *. ""ain new sanity tests 
contemplated, tr:. .'er to tho death 
house at Charlestown would be an In- 
vasion of his client's rights.

dated for April 18, or 10 days before 
the date set for the execution. 

It Is expected that before April 18

On Your Doorstep 

The first a^wi most important service that 
j'ou demand of the police is that while you 
are at home or while you are away from 
home, a reasonably honest and courageous 
policeman is walking by your home at more 
or less frequent intervals, protecting your 
house and its occupants. The first duty of 
the police is to protect life and property. 
Police forces constantly face temptations. The making of 
/:orrupt policemen is an insidious process, with seemingly harm- 
less beginnings ard vicious developments. 

The head of the depai'tment must be honest, courageous 
and intelligent. Police Commissioner McSweeney possesses 
these qualities. Qov. Curley said that he appointed Commis- 
sioner McSweeney BWaujenJie had these qualities. 

It follows, in cold logic, that Gov. Curley must veto two 
bills which would take from Commissioner McSweeney the 
• long-established right to sui-round himself with a superintend- 
ent and deputies of his own choosing. They might be the pi-es- 
ent holders of the positions; they might be others. We have no 
information on the subject. 

The two bills on the Governor's desk would make the pres- 
ent holders of the jobs permanent in those jobs, without exami- 
nation. This might be an excellent state of affairs in so far as 
these men are concerned. But what of the future, when these 
men pass on? The two bills awaiting the Governor's action 
would set up a system under which a superintendent and his 
deputies could defy the commissioner and one another — and 
utterly ruin the department, to the peril of the people. 

The Legislature should recall the bills or the Governor 
should veto them. Let us have a roll-call on any legislative 
attemj^t to pass the bills over a veto. 



The demand was made by the 
Governor following a conference 
with Chairman Henry C. Attwill of 
the Public Utilities Commission and 
Aset. Atty. Gen. Henry P. Fielding, 
i "All the other utility companies, 
' such as electric and gas, have. 
' joined willingly In the movement 
for reducing the burden of th« 
■ consumine public. 1 don't see any 
reason why the telephone com- 
panies should not do likewise," 
declared Gov. Curley. 

CALLS IN omCIALS 

"I have Invited the representa- 
tives of the telephone companies 
to come In and discuss this pro- 
posed reduction so they may 
have the same opportimlty to act 
voluntarily as the electric and 
gas companies have done recent- 
ly- 

"If they do not see fit to come 
to terms there will be an Investi- 
gation and resulting action that 
will force this benefit to the pub- 
lic. It will be to their advantage 
to come to terms." 

The Governor pointed out that ■ 
the recent rate reduction move- 
ment in Chicago resulted in a $20,- 
000,000 saving to telephone users In 
Illinois and that a saving of $1,000,- 
000 was effected for Washington 
patrons. 

Recently announced reductions in 
electric rates by several power com- 
panies were assailed and the de- 
partment of public utilities at- 
tacked in the State House yester- 
day. 

Criticizing the department for 
failure to take any action on pres- 
ent rates, Sen. P. Eugene Casey, of 
Milford, tried to have substituted 
for an adverse report a petition 
calling for abolition of the present 
department and subetitution by a 
public service commission to ^e 
appointed by the Governor alone, 
Hia motion lost. 

Sen. Thomas M. Burke, of Dor- 
chester, attacking recent reduc- 
tions aa a "compromise," said the 
department of public utilities 
should immediately start a real 
investigation.

It has long been felt in New England that certain 
policies of the New Deal have seriously handicapped 
the district in its efforts to climb back to normalcy. 

Next week the New England delegation in Con- 
gress, Democrats and Republicans alike, plans to call 
on the President to ask that certain remedial measures 
be immediately adopted.

It Is wholesome information that 
the ways and means committee of 
the Massachusetts House of Repre- 
sentatives plans to reduce Gov. C ur- 
ley's proposed budget by'TOWTOOO. 
The only regrettable thing is that 
the budget cannot be reduced several 
million more than that. There is no 
eirgument for having a larger budget 

' 'than the one of last year, which was 
far too high. There Is no doubt but 
what the budget can be reduced; 
there is no doubt but what it should 
be reduced still more. 

' These are not days when the pow- 
ers that be are required to sally 

, forth and see how much money they 
can spend. The taxpayers' feelings 
should be considered, and the abil- 
ity of taxpayers to pay. Most of 
those who have Incomes or property 
are willing to pay a reasonable tax. 
but most of them do not intend to 
stand Idly by and see all manner of 
freakish and farcical legislation 
Jammed through without a vigorous 
protest. 

With their own Income sharply re- 
duced, and with the Federal govern- 
ment clamping the lid down on 
nearly all efforts to expand, and 
then sitting on the lid, it is not a 
very comforting thought to feel that 
the Government of this Common- 
wealth suggests that $3,000,000 be 
added to the budget for 1935, by 
hiring and firing, boosting pay pre- 
maturely, shortening working hours. 
and adopting similar measures that 
are the height of nonsense in this 
year. 

The Legislature should proceed to 
adopt the recommendation of the 
House ways and means committee, 
and take at least $2,000,000 from the [^ 
Governor's proposed budget. The 
ones who pay the bill are the ones 
whose wishes should he consulted. 

As a means of raising additional 
revenue, if additional revenue must 
come, why isn't the sales tax a fair 
and reasonable measure In this 
state? There might be some question 
about the wisdom of a Federal sales 
tax, for the country is large, the 
Industries many and diversified, and 
the various sections of the country 
are more or less at loggerheads with 
other sections when a proposed 
measure of this kind comes to the 
fore. It is obviously more difficult 
to enact and operate a sales tax 
plan, as members of Congress 
averred, when the matter came up 
for consideration. 

But In a state like Massachusetts 
the sales tax plan would not be so 
difficult, and it certainly would be 
the fairest way to raise the addition- 
al revenue which Gov. Curley and 
some others think is needed this 
year. Real estate cannot stand any 
more pressure. Probably most of the 
Incomes of the state can stand no 
more. Why, tlien, cannot the load 
be distributed as evenly as possible, 
and let the sales tax raise the addi- 
tional revenue, If that additional 
revenue must come?

BOSTON, March 8 — The House 
Waya and Means Committee today 
broUEht in the budget bill for 1935. 
It calls for a total appropriation of 
$68,812,455.90. Gov. Curley'B recom- 
mendation asks for 161,149,580. 

Chairman Albert F. Blgelow ex- 
plained to the House that the differ- 
ence between the Governor's request 
and the reported budget was due 
largely to the fact that Gov. Curley 
included appropriations for pending 
legislation. If this legislation is acted 
ap*i> CtLvorAbly, he said, additional ap- 
propriations will be provided In a sup- 
plementary budget. Original re- 
quests of the State Departments, 
which were slashed by the Governor, 
called for $71,189,816. 

Under suspension of the rules the 
budget was given two readings. Rep. 
Blgelow then announced that he would 
give a detailed explanation of provi- 
sions Monday. 

It was said that if the Legislature 
passed proposed measures of the Gov- 
ernor Including such matters as the 
48-hour week for employes and money 
to advertise the recreational facilities 
of the State, the budget would be 
up to the $61,000,000 mark. 

No action was taken by the com- 
mittee on the Governor's request tor a 
10 per cent surtax on Income, inher- 
itance and corporation taxes. This 
Is still before the Comn.lttee on Taxa- 
tion, and has yet to go before Ways 
and Means. For the same reason no 
action was taken on the Governor's 



recommendation to divert $10,000,000 
from the state highway fund. 

It was definitely learned that the 
committee has eliminated an item of 
$12,000,000 for Uie Governors Com- 
mittee on Street and Highway Safety.

At the same time, Curley let it 
be known that the special utility 
committee which was appointed to 
negotiate the electric light reduc- 
tions has been in conference with 
gas companies of the state with a 
similar object in mind. He did not 
say what progress was being made.

He pointed out that the electric 
companies had agreed to establish 
a reduction of 1-2 of 1 per cent per 
kilowatt hour, commencing April 1, 
and the banks and insurance com- 
panies had agreed to a cut of 1-2 
of 1 per cent in home mortgage in- 
terest rates, starting March 15. 

In his campaign for lower tele- 
phone rates, the Governor declared 
that he did not desire to start an 
expensive suit against the company, 
but preferred to invite the officials 
to sit down in conference, possibly 
within 10 days, in an attemipt to 
obtain a 15 per cent drop in charges 
for calls within Massachusetts. 

Toll charges for interstate calls 
would probably remain at the pres- 
ent schedule, he Indicated, pointing 
out that the Massachusetts au- 
thorities have no ppwer to force a 
reduction in long-distance tele- 
phone calls. 

Phone Earnings Gain 

The annual report of the Amer- 
ican Telephone & Telegraph Com- 
pany, mother organization of most 
of the telephone companies in the 
country including those serving 
New England, which was issued last 
week, shows that the total operating 
revenues of the system last year 
were $884,500,000 and total expenses 
of $705,500,000. Total net earnings 
of $182,900,000 were greater by $14.- 
000,000 than in 1933. 

During 1934, there were reductions 
in telephone rates amounting on an 
annual basis to about $3,800,000, and 
there are other rate cases pending 
in the courts. 

Dec. 31, last, the company and 
its subsidiaries, constituting the 
Bell system, had about 745,000 own- 
ers of stock, with none owning as 
much as 1 per cent of the total out- 
standing. The system showed dur- 
ing 1934, as compared with 1933, a 
slight rise in total telephones in 
use, a slight rise in total operating 
revenues, a slight decrease in total 
stockholders, plant investment very 
slightly increased, an increase in 
long-distance telephone messages, 
find a decrease in overseas messages.

a general reduction in home mort- 
gage interest rates. 

Today, after talking with Attwill 
and Fielding, the Governor Inti- 
mated it would be to the advantage 
of telephone interests to effect a 
voluntary reduction. 

In any event, he said, no action 
was contemplated for at least a 
week, during which time officials 
of companies concerned would be 
invited to think over the Governor's 
propo.sal.

BOSTON. March 9— The House 
Committee on Ways and Means, 
■which reported out a general ap- 
propriation bill approximately $2,- 
000.000 less than that recommend- 
ed by Governor Curley. did not in- 
clude In the budget several items, 
representing large appropriations, 
which had been suggested by the 
Governor. 

Principal among these wag a rec- 
ommendation for the appropriation 
of $750,000 for the purpose of plac- 
ing institutional employes of the 
state on a 48-hour week.

Presentation of Ship Model to President Recalls Adventures of jather Bodfish 



By John E. Pember 



When, a few days since, President 
Roosevelt accepted the beautiful model 
ol' the famous clipper ship, "Lightning," 
at the hands of Gov. Curley, and placed 
it In a conspicuous position on the 
mantle of his Vashlngton office, he 
stirred the Imaginations of sallormen 
everywhere. 

The incident called to life once more 
memories of the magnificent clippers 
which, showing their fleet heels to the 
t>est which other countries could pro- 
duce, carried the name and fame of 
their New England Imllders, and espe- 
cially that of Donald McKay, the mas- 
ter craftsman of them all, throughout 
all the seven seas. 

Even though steam, In this hurrying 
age, eventually won supremacy in the 
ocean carrying trade, compelling the 
clipper ships to furl their lofty canvas 
for the last time, their exploits consti- 
tute an unforgettable epoch In maritime 
annals. 

The very raster of their names, "Star 
of Empire," "Oolc'en Fleece," "Flying 
Cloud," "Sovereign of the Seas" and 
"Great Republic," still thrill the souls 
of patriotic Americans. The promised 
performances of a "Normandle" cr a 
"Queen Mary," floating caravan series, 
which will reduce the Atlantic passage 
to the relative importance of a trip in 
a ferry will not obscure the trhievement 
of the "Lightning," during the "roar- 
ing forties," of logging 436 nautical 
miles in 24 hours. That is something 
the sports writers would term "an all- 
time record," and rightly so. 

THE BODFISH FAMILY 

Keenly interested in the presenta- 
tion of the model, the work of Henry 
P. Fhee of Jamaica Plain, a genius in 
that line. Is William A. Bodflsh, assist- 
ant secretary to the Governor. Mr. Bod- 
fish comes rightfully by this Interest 
for he Is himself descended from a long 
line of Cape Cod ancestors, a family 
which by tradition, furnished sailors 
and officers for the clipper ships and 
which sailed them to victory after Mc- 
Kay and his fellows had built them. 

Mr. Bodflsh Is a nephew of the late 
Rev. Joshua P. Bodflsh, loved and rev- 
ered as the chancellor of the Boston 
diocese under Archbishop Williams. 

Before entering the priesthood Pr. 



Bodflsh went to sea himself and his ex- 
periences, narrated in an article pub- 
lished in the old New England Maga- 
zine, 30 years ago, reads lilte a romance. 
It Is full of exciting adventures, hap- 
penings which any writer of sea fiction 
would be overjoyed to weave into his 
tales. They are well worth the retelling. 
In the course of his story Fr. Bodfish 
wrote : 

"I am a Cape Cod boy, my ancestors 
having been among the first settlew 
upon the Cape, in 1635; and being large- 
ly engaged in .shipbuilding and maritime 
ventures, it was natural that many o( 
the family should seek their livelihood 
at sea. 

CAPE ARISTOCRACY 

"In fact, the old-time aristocracy ol 
Cape Cod consisted of retired sea cap- 
tains; and as they told us boys of their 
experiences in foreign climes, in captur- 
ing wliales and other adventures, the 
great ambition of the Cape Cod boy 
was to, at some time, command a fine 
vessel and seek adventures in foreign 
lands." 

In due time young Bodflsh shipped 
aboard the Cape Cod clipper Webfool 
and started on his first voyage. 

"One peculiarity of the Cape Cod 
clippers," he wrote, "was that they h«d 
a special provision for what were called 
'ship's cousins,' who were usually 
bright, stalwart lads, generally the sons 
of owners or some relative or friend of 
the captain's who were taken on lx)ard 
to learn the art of seamanship. 

"Tney did not mess with tht sailors 
in the forecastle, but had what was 
known as the boys' house, separately 
provided for their accommodation. 

"They were supposed to be trained in 
all the practical arts of seamanship, 
were given a thorough knowledge of 
navigation, and fitted in a practical and 
thorough way to become oflScers of 
future clippers."' 

The Wcbfoot, commanded by Capl. 
Hedges, a fine example of the Cape Cod 
skipper, sailed at length from New 
York, bound for San Francisco, witli 
young Bodflsh as "ship's cousin" aboard. 

"It was not then easy to ship a crew." 
the author notes, "and I remember th'' 
appearance of the ship's crew as they 
came aboard, brought down by the 
keej>ers of sailors' boarding houses, all 
more or less under the Influence of 
liquor and badly fltted for any practical 
7'nrk. 

"But, by the help of iuie officers tvA 



the boys, the ship was started on her 
voyage, trusting to a day or two's rest 
ill the Rocd sea air, to bring the crew 
to their .'jpi.ses." 

Fr. Borifi.sh tells a vivid story of his 
fir.st expe;'icnce in a sudden hurricane 
which certook the ship and he, an 
absolute greenhorn, was sent aloft with 
paskets 'or the men who were furling 
the sails. 

"The ship was rolling badly In a 
lieavy -iea," he says, "and it was not 
ai- easy thing to carry the gaskets aloft. 
There was no one else on deck but my- 



self and, although I had never been 
aloft before, I essayed the job. 

"Taking quite a load of ropes over 
my neck, I started up the rigging for 
the first time, in the hurricane. I re- 
member that as soon as I was fairly 
into the .--hrouds, the force of the wind 
seemed to flatten me out so that It 
was almasr, impossible to stir. 

"Howcv'-r, I struggled along as the 
siiip rolled, and finally got to the main- 
mast head. There It was necessary to 
swing off on to the yard, which I had

never done — in fact ha4 never seen 
done. 

"The men were cryini 'Come on! 
I said, 'How am I going » get over? 
'Oh, jump! Swing over qsin," was the 
reply. 

"So, with the couragi of an old 
sailor, I seiaed a rope an<) swung on to 
the yard, and passed out the gaskets, 
hanging on for dear life. 

"I remember the old Si llors' crying. 
'Why don't you come long? Why 
don't vou pi:ll up the saD Why don't 
you — do tliis, thPt and the other,' 
which I iried my ' '■st to do. 

PERILOUS DES< ENT 

"Having furled the sail [ was on the 
inside and would be the first to turn 
down. Then I remember that, in the 
darkness, with the ship rol ing, I had to 
catch on to a rope and sw ng out on to 
the rigging and make n: i way down 
with the whole ship's con pany crying. 
'Go on!' and If I didn't go on they 
would run over me. | 

"I scrambled down — howil can hardly 
say. '.; was my flist experience aloft, 
which I shall never forgeti ' 

On another occasion, wBen sent for- 
ward to help clear some fouled rigging 
the ship was boarded by a tremendous 
sea, ^vhich crushed in tfte deckhouse 
and swept the decks cleanf. 

The young man, being a novice, did 
not know what was comJhg. He was 
washed violently against the forward 
rigging, where he was heldlby the rush- 
ing water, with sensations' which could 
be imagined. 

"As the sea receded the mate's first 
thought was to look for itie," he says. 
"He found me pinned among the ropes 
against the fore-shrouds and seemed to 
be very thankful that I was not washed 
overboard." 

Circling the glebe on the return 
voyage the ship skirted the coast of New 
Guinea. "The charts Were very im- 
perfect," writes our nartator. "and we 
had to be continually on the lookout for 
shoals and reefs. 'We found many not 
noted on the charts, and besides this 
there was continual danger from water- 
spouts. 

SURROUNDED BY ^'SPOUTS" 

"I remember one day we were sur- 
rounded by them — as many as 20 or 3ti 
of them being in sight— -and we wer3 
also in a place filled with shoals and 
reefs, with very limited room to work 
the ship.

SEVEN COMMITTEES 

He Intends to divide the 35 members 
of the group into seven permanent com- 
mittees, which will work on the vari- 
ous problems, including telephone rates, 
gas rates, textile troubles, boot and shoe 
conditions and others. At the same 
time, he expects to outline a program 
for the "brain trust's" future proce- 
dure. 

The five members selected from the 
advisory committee to consider the tele- 
phone rates will work in conjunction 
with Henry C. Attwill, chairman of the 
Elate public utilities commi.ssion, and 
Asst, Atty.-Gen, Henry P, Fielding, in 
an effort to have the telephone com- 
pany cut present charges as much as 15 
per cent. 

The Governor, in inviting the ad- 
vL-'ors to the luncheon, called their at- 
tention to the agreement by electric 
light companies to reduce chaj'ges April 
1 and also to the recent reduction made 
by banks on mortgage rates, and said 
he thought these results "should serve 
as an incentive for renewed efforts on 
the part of the advisory committee." 

The Governor expressed himself 
pleased yesterday at receiving a letter 
from leading bank organizations in 
Massachusetts, Informing him that the 
recommendation to reduce Uie rate on 
mortgages on homes owned and oc- 
cupied by the owner to 5',i per cent, 
has "generally been done" by the bank- 
ers In the commonwealth. 

CUT MORTGAGE RATES 

"Last January one of my first acts 
T/as the calling of a conference with 
MassachiLsetts bankers," said the Gov- 
ernor, "for the purpose of reducing 
rates of Interest on mortgages of home 
owners to S'j per cent. The bankers 
agreed to the reduction and now they 
report that such reduction has generally | 
been done.

1 ITALIAN LINE'S ROMA TODAY 




The largest and fastest vessel ever to sail for Europe from Boston is the 

steamship Roma of the Italian Line, which departs from Commonwealth 

Pier this afternoon. She enters the regular service between Boston and 

Portugal, Spam, Italy and Adriatic ports.

Today is something of a red-letter day 
in the history of tlie port of Boston, 
for ttie largest and fastest ship ever 
to malve a transatlantic crossing from 
Boston is here. The Roma of the Italian 
Line, eighth largest ship in the world, 
is expected to dock at Commonwealth 
Pier at 10 o'clock this morning and will 
sail to Italy and the Mediterranean this 
afternoon at 4. 

This is the first visit of the Roma to 
Boston and the sailing this afternoon 
marks the entrance of this magnificent 
liner in regular Boston to Italy ser- 
vice. She will ply between here and 
Trieste, touching, on her initial trip, at 
the Azores. Lisbon, Gibraltar, Algiers, 
Palermo, Naples and Ragusa, with suf- 
ficient time at each port for shore ex- 
cursions. 

The Roma was the queen of the south- 
ern route until the building two years 
ago of the Hex and Conte Di Savoia 
of the same line, but she has retained 
her individual popularity among the 
transatlantic liners. She is a ship of 
33,000 gross tonnage, with a speed of 
22 knots. 

Commended by Port Authority 

The sentiments of those concerned 
with the development of the port of 
Boston was well expressed yesterday 
by Richard Parkhurst. vice-chairman of 
the Boston Port Authority, who, when

Grande in the spring, which will give to 
Boston the most frequent service with l 
the finest ships that this port has ever 
had to southern Europe and the Medi- 
terranean ports. 

The Roma is the fourth of the new 
super-liners of the lalian Line to visit 
Boston, the Saturnia, Vuleania and ( 
Conte Grande all having sailed from 
this port. Known as the palace ship, 
the Roma is decorated in the Renais- 
sance style, and her public rooms and 
salons are considered among the most L 
beautiful of any ship afloat. She was! 
the first ship to introduce the lido deck 
idea, now a feature of most of the 
ships sailing on the southern route. 

The Roma. Conte Grande, Saturnia 
and 'Vuleania, comprising tlie Italian I 
Line's Boston fleet, represent the cream I 
of the ultra-modem Italian merchant!

Today is something o£ a red-letter day 
in the history of the port of Boston, 
for the largest and fa-stest ship ever 
to make a transatlantic crossing from 
Boston is here. The Roma of the Italian 
Line, eighth largest ship In the world, 
is expected to dock at Conimonwealth 
Pier at 10 o'clock this morning and .wilt 
sail to Italy and the Mediterranean this 
afternoon at 4. 

This is the first visit of the Roma to 
Boston and the sailing this afternoon 
marks the entrance of this magnificent 
liner in regular Boston to Italy ser- 
vice. She will ply between here and 
Trieste, touching, on her initial trip, at 
the Azores. Lisbon, Gibraltar, Algiers, 
Palermo, Xaples and Ragusa, with suf- 
ficient time at each port for shore ex- 
cursions. 

The Roma was the queen of the south- 
em route until the building two years 
ago of the Rex and Conte Di Savoia 
of the same line, but she has retained 
her individual popularity among the 
transatlantic liners. She is a ship of 
33,000 gross tonnage, with a speed of 
22 knots. 

Commended by Port Authority 

The sentiments of those concerned 
with the development of the port of 
Boston was well expressed yesterday 
by Richard Parkhurst, vice-chairman of 
the Boston Port Authority, who, when 
asked by your correspondent for a 
statement relative to the visit of the 
Roma, said:

A Back Bay dance hall was 
named as a hang-out for dozens 
of known pedlars, who not only 
pass decks of cocaine, morphine, 
heroin and other drugs on the 
close-packed dance floor, but have 
been iJxiuotiqr '>wi<iW 
come addicts.

BBOOKLINE KAID "TIPPED" 

A planned federal raid on a 
Brookllne drug den was foiled 
when its habitues were tipped off 
by someone who had knowledge of 
the raiders' plans. 

The so-called "big shots" of pro- 
hibition's rum-running era have 
turned to dope-smuggling, and are 
running in quantities of drugs with 
all the far-spread organization that 
characterized their rum-smuggling 
operations a few years ^igo, it was 
revealed.

Appalled at revelations made by- 
the federal narcotic man, Governor 
Curley summoned Col. Kirk an.d 
Capt. Stokes and directed that a 
state narcotic squad be created.

Explaining that he had beenjlad 
to co-operate with the state and 
municipal authorities in preparinsr 
for the new drive, Director Bur- 
rows said: 

"To accomplish the desired re- 
suits, the Federal government I 
must Invite the various states to 
take part because In them restd 
that Inherent and plenary right 
to enact and enforce laws for th« i 
protection of public health and 
morals within their boundaries. 

"The inability of the Federal 
governnirnt to apply Its laws, as 
health and peace regulations, 
within a state, makes It Impos- 
sible to accomplish through en- 
forcement of Federal legislation 
what may be accomplished when 
the slates .join In the movemeiit.''

tective Daniel Curran, was left on 
the job. 

It is believed a new squad of 
at least 12 men will be created, 
under direction of a lieutenant 
and sergeant, although Commr. 
McSweeney declined to discuss 
probable personnel until his plan 
is completed. 

Commissioner McSweeney will be 
ready to start his city-wide drive 
early next week, it was revealed 
after he conferred yesterday with 
Dirctor Burrows. 

His new squad will be composed 
of experts, divided Into three shifts. 
covering the full 24 hours of each 
day, It was said at headquarters. 

The first raids will come in the 
South ir.nd and on Beacon HilU 
after the commissioner and Direc- 
tor Burrows hold further confer- 
ence on Monday to perfect their 
plan.s. 
CITY DOrE-INFKSTFD 

Despite his handicap, Curran, 
the one-man narcotic squad, has 
been able to secure many arrests 
and convictions, by working in 
conjunction with the federal men. 
Director Burrows pointed out, in 
giving high prai.'se to the dotectivc. 
But because of practical abolition 
of anti-narcotic work in Boston, 
the city has become infested with 
pedlars, he said. 

The federal men themselves are 
handicapped by lack of man-pow- 
er, only 13 men being assigned here 
to cover all the New England 
states. In the past few week.s, 
Owens McKonna, special agent or 
the Treasury Department, assigned 
to watch all federal activities in 
Boston, has been devoting special 
attention to the narcotic situation. 

Working with undercover men, 
he has been able to unearth much 
evidence, which will be of great aid 
to the newly co-ordinated three- 
way drive on the evil.

Sale* Tax vs. Income Tax 



Inasmuch a« there is no apparent d.spos, ion to »<=^1« ^"^ 
the expenses of state government, it is extremely urgent hat some 
new source of revenue shall be provided and, true to form, th.s 
pressing problem leads those at the helm of the commonwealth 
into the pathways of additional taxation. Such a thing as parmg 
down the states overhead to aid in meeting the situation seems 
„.ver ta enter the official mind. On the contrary, there .s a stub- 
born determination to retain annual sessions of the legislature, 
while the restoration of war-time compensation to all state 
workers, including members of the legislature, is a matter of very 
recent history. 

Hence the quest for new sources of revenue. State Tax Com- 
missioner Henry F. Long believes the most practical solution of 
the pToiblem would be the imposition of a sales tax on com- 
modities, and one of the virtues of that system lies in the fact that 
it is g«neral in its application and not class legislation. AH con- 
sumers of goods would be required to pay such a tax which would 
be embodied in the retail prices of everyday purchases. Une 
formidable objection to it, however, is the possibility of driving 
trade to nearby states where no sales tax is m effect and prices, 
consequently, would be lower. ~- 

Governor Curley. on the other hand, does not warm up to 
tihe sales tax proposition. He prefers an increase in the tax on 
incomes so that those who already bear the brunt of the burden 
of taxation shall carry a larger share of the load. He reasons 
that those who come within the realm of income taxation are 
better aible to stand the additional drain upon their resources than 
the rank and file of the public is to pay a sales tax. in short, he 
apparently deems a single person with an income in «ce»s of 
$1000 and a married person with an income m excess of $.OUU 
in fairly opulent circumstances. Incidentally the fact does not 
escape us that he is required to pay no federal tax on his $10,000 
salary as governor of the commonwealth; perhaps, were others 
who are in the lower income tax brackets, equally fortunate, they 
would not feel too keenly the strain of a larger state income tax. 

Whichever horn of the dilemma prevails, it is calculated to 
impose hardship upon certain contingents of the community, for 
it is possible to be taxed to death as well as to be starved to 
death.

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State I Govern or Cur ley, in his address to the 
NRA ^^^^^^^ at the opening of the pres- 
ent session, urged passage of a state 
NRA law. "The success of the National (Indus- 
trial) Recovery Act is dependent upon the co- 
operation of the states of the Union," he said. 
"Up to the present time 18 states have adopted 
state recovery acts in conformity with the pro- 
visions of the National Recovery Act, and it is 
desirable that Massachusetts be included." 

Among the 18 states was New Jersey. It 
adopted a state NRA act in 1933, taking the 
field early under the Democratic Governor 

■ Moore. But on January 7, 1935— almost before 
the mellifluous tones of our Governor had 
ceased echoing in the State House demanding a 
similar law for this commonwealth — New Jer- 
sey threw its state NRA into the ash can. Com- 
menting a week later, New Jersey's new Gover- 
nor, Harold G. Hoffman, said: "I believe this 

-- action meets with the approval of moSt indus- 
trialists and the great masses of our people who 
are opposed to price-fixing and the deputizing 
of certain ambitious elements in the various in- 
dustries to interfere in the regulation of busi- 
ness." Governor Hoffman, by the way, since, 
though a Republican, he gained the governor- 
ship last November in face of the Democratic 
landslide, is widely regarded as a G. O. P. presi- 
dential white hope. 

New York and Ohio were also among the 18 
states which adopted state NRA laws, but in 
both instances the courts have declared the laws 
unconstitutional. There is g6od ground for be- 
lieving that a law of that sort would meet with 
a like fate in the supreme court of Massachu- 
setts. 

In view of the sorry plight in which the orig- 

■ inal NRA is revealing itself at the moment, it 
seems a most dubious enterprise to urge that 
Massachusetts set up a similar authority to 
function (or fail to function) as the original 
NRA has done in the nation. Yet two bills to 
this end are now before the Legislature, one in 
the House and one in the Senate. They are at 
the moment in committee. As yet no report has 
been issued on either, though hearings have 
been held. 

The President has sent the original NRA 
back to Congress with some of his characteris- 
tically kindly but indefinite observations as to 
the institution's future. Donald R. Richberg, the 
"co-ordinator," later lent his aid in the contem- 
plated revamping process by appearing on 
Thursday before the Senate finance committee 
and offering a plan which he said was "entirely 
consistent with the view of the President." His 
plan would confine codes to concerns engaged 
in interstate business, would extend the NRA 
for two more years, would abolish jail sentences 
for code violations, would continue Section 7a 
which has given rise to so much labor unrest, 
would empower the President to impose limited 
codes governing maximum hours, minimum 
wages, notoriously unfair business practices, 
prevention of waste in national resources, and 
the furnishing of information necessary to the 
public interest. The future of General Johnson's 
orphaned Blue Eagle is indeed uncertain. 

It seems to be a mystery as to where this 
idea for state NRA laws came from. Recently 
at a press conference President Roosevelt was 
asked whether the administration was pulling 
for NRA legislation in the states, and his re- 
ply, as quoted in the news dispatches, was an 
unqualified "No." If, then, the federal adminis- 
tration is not deeply concerned with the enact- 
ment of state NRA laws, whence springs the de- 
mand for their enactment? Can it be that 
hungry would-be bureaucrats, scenting profit 
from afar, have set up this crj- for "co-operation 
with the national government to promote recov- 1 
ery"? 

It would appear the proponents of a state 
NRA law for Massachusetts have no very clear 
understanding of the situation. For example, at 
a hearing a week or two back on the Senate bill, 
it was urged that such an act is needed in order 
that "80,000 chiselers," who are getting away I 
with violations of the codes because their busi- 
ness is intrastate rather than interstate, might 
be brought to time in the state courts. We don't 
know how the figure 80,000 was arrived at, but 
we do know that chisehng has been charged 
against concerns whose business is interstate 
as well as against concerns whose business is 
intrastate; and, although the federal courU | 

have unquestioned jurisdiction as regards such 
cases involving concerns doing an intei-state 
busmess, not a single prosecution has been 
brought in Massachusetts during the one and al 
half years of NRA. Why should it be imagined! 
that If state courts were given jurisdiction therel 
would be prosecutions? And if state courts were! 
given jurisdiction under a state NRA act, how 
about double jeopardy? f 

State NRA legislation appears to be a most 
I ill-considered notion. Even academically it is 
difficult to conceive a single argument in its fa- 
vor. Practically the case is worse, if that be 
possible. For from the practical standpoint 
every pertinent argument is contrary. How 
could It be otherwise, when the original NRA 
the great archtype of such laws, has turned out 
to be such an egregious failure?

BOSTON, March 9.— Governor 
Curley issued invitations today to 
his "brain trust" to meet in the 
Dickens room of the Parker House 
Thursday noon to consider a defi- 
nite program of procedure, basic 
problems affecting the state, and 
the appointment of permanent 
committees. 

The "brain trust," otherwise the 
Governor's advisory committee, 
headed by Edward A. Filene, i; 
told in the letter of reductions ac- 
complished in lighting rates, prog- 
ress in the shoe industry, and ef- 
forts to solve problems in the tex- 
tile trade and the fishing industry. 
All are listed as an incentive for 
a renewed effort by the commit- 
tee. 

It was indicated that the 15 per 
cent rate reduction which Gov- 
ernor Curley has demanded of 
telephone companies ■would be dis- 
cussed. A committee of five will 
be appointed to work with Chair- 
man Henry C. Atwill of the Pub- 
lic Utilities commission on the 
telephone rates. 

While the Governor was direct- 
ing attention to concessions ob- 
tained or sought from public utili-

Bearing on Relationship 

Between Roosevelt and 

Curley Is Watched

BOSTON, March 9.— The patron- 
age battle between Governor Cur- 
ley and Senator David I. Walsh is 
entering a new phasa with the ap- 
proaching examinatione for the 
postmastership of Boston. It now 
promises to go directly back to the 
pre-primary convention and the 
subsequent battle at the polls when , 
Governor Curley. who lost the con^ 
vention indorsement, won the nom- 
ination. 

It is indicated that Charles H. 
Cole, backed by Senator Walsh and 
former Governor Ely for the con- 
vention indorsement and later for 
the primary nomination, will take 
the examination for postmaster- 
ship, and if he does this will extend 
the Curley-Walsh patronage fight 
over a wider front, give it a new 
significance and added fury. 
Tagne Curley Choice 

Until an examination was or- 
dered. Senator Walsh was support- 
ing Postmaster William F. Hurley, 
a Republican, but it has been ruled 
that he was not eligible to take the 
examination. Governor Curley has 
chosen Peter F. Tague of Boston 
for the post and there has been no 
public announcement to make it 
appear he has changed his attitude 
which was that Mr. Tague was defi- 
nitely slated for the position. 

Mr. Cole, who recently resigned 
from the chairmanship of the rac- 
ing commission in fiery protest 
against the ordered removal of its 
executive secretary, Lawrence 
Bresnahan, and who criticized Gov- 
ernor Curley for interference in af- 
fairs of the commission, has taken 
out an application for the postmas- 
tership examination. 

Walsh, Cole Long Friends 

The friendship between Senator 
Walsh and Mr. Cole has been of 
long standing. It was further em- 
I>hasized when the Senator put his 
strength behind Mr. Cole for the 
convention indorsement and later 
for the primary nomination, while 
Curley denounced steam roller 
methods and went ahead to nom- 
ination and election. 

There has been little or nothing 
said by Mr. Cole concerning the 
postmastership or Walsh support. 
But it has been regarded as fairly 
evident that he would not have tak 
en an application blank, thus put- 
ting himself in the light of a can 
didate. unless some agreement had 
been obtained or -some had been 



offered that Senator Walsh would 
take up the battle for him. 

The outcome of the postmaster- 
ship contest has another angle, lit- 
tle discussed openly, but closely 
watched nevertheless. That is the 
bearing it will have on the rela- 
tionship between Governor Curley 
and President Roosevelt. This re- 
lation is always pictured as gen- 
erally warm and cordial. 

President's Word Cited 

It is very definitely on record that 
Governor Curley said he had the 
word of the President on Mr. Tague 
for the postma;stership and that 
"the word of the President ought to 
be good." Therefore, if Mr. Cole 
or some person other than Mr. 
Tague is appointed, the possibili- 
ties for speculation on the future 
relations of the Governor and Pres- 
ident Roosevelt would be both in- 
finite and entertaining. 

There is an added rest to the 
postmastership contest, which has 
implications politically far beyond 
and above the mere job itself. Some 
consider that Governor Curley 
forced Mr. Cole out of the racing 
commission when he ordered Mr. 
Bresnahan flred. Others contend 
that he would have removed Mr. 
Cole sooner or later anyway. 

Thus the horse and dog racing 
situation, punctuated with turmoil, 
fights, charges, counter charges and 



broad insinuations, promises to be 
draped around the Boston postmas- 
tership, to spice an already spicy 
situation. 
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Secreta ries to Go vernors 

Whether Meek and Colorless, or Aggressive and Vivid, 
I They Play Far More Important Parts Than 

Casual Public Suspects

BOSTON, March 9. — 
The Governor has been 
away, but all was not 
therefore quiet along the 
local Potomac. It has 
been a week of excite- 
ment, though there were 
fewer casualties than in 
some previous weeks. 
General Cole now departs 
from the racy racing 
commission, but this is 
merely the final overt act 
of a foregone conclusion 
and decision, and with 
two out of three there does not seem to be any 
need of a chairman. 

As for the more or less genial secretary to 
the Governor, no teapot ever brewed a heftier 
tempest than has raged in and about the execu- 
tive chambers and in those back passages which 
lead around behind the executive telephone 
switchboard and provide a convenient and incon- 
spicuous exit on the side corridor. 

Some day when every other topic for discus- 
sion, dissection, analysis, review, comment, ob- 
servation and such has been exhausted, someone 
may undertake to write a history of the secre- 
taries of Governors, and the reader may sit upon 
the ground, as the Bard advised, and tell sad sto- 
ries of the deaths of kings or secretaries. The 
secretary's let, like a policeman's (as a lesser 
bard has phrased it) is not a happy one. 

We have watched secretaries come and go in 
the State House, and in a general way most of 
them have subsequently prospered. Serving as 
a Governor's secretary is a stiff but instructive 
course for any man who can survive the strain. 
Just now Mr. Grant is undergoing a good deal 
ol attack, assault and other manifestations of 
anger and indignation by various persons, and 
all has not run smoothly within the official fam- 
ily. Yet to the veteran onlookers all this is no 
great novelty. 

It is not so long a look back to the days when 
Herman A. MacDonald was the harassed secre- 
tary of Governor Alvan T. Fuller, and it is our 
recollection that Mr. MacDonald did not always 
sail on smooth and perfumed seas. He passed 
through some pretty tough tempests. However, 
the recollection of his name and his service 
comes to mind more particularly because he was 
often enough referred to as "Governor MacDon- 
ald," even as the present incumbent is flippantly 
or scornfully labeled now and again as "Gov- 
li ernor Grant." 

Two Opposite Types 

The problem for a Governor's secretary is 
far from simple. He may elect to submerge 
himself, to be meek, submissive, inconspicuous, 
quiet, soft-voiced, mild-mannered, humble, and 
colorless ; and he will thus be a very fair machine 
for his chief and of no interest to the multitude 
of folks whose business or curiosity or some- 
thing brings them to the State House and the 
offices of the Governor. 

More often they are of a more positive nature 
and inclination. Herman MacDonald got the 
label of "Governor MacDonald" principally be- 
cause of his undoubted and unchallenged loyalty 
and devotion to his chief, and his willingness to 
carry on his shoulders so much as possible of 
that chief's burdens. When a secretary under- 
takes to switch to his own back some consider- 
able portion of the problems and detailed 
troublef; that come hurtling towards a Governor, 
he is bound in time to incur enmity and to be 
assailed as "Governor." 

That was the way it was with MacDonald, 
one of the ablest men who ever sat in the Gov- 
ernor's outer office and served the state. He 
worked hard and late and all the time, bore a 
good deal of vexation and sometimes perplexity, 
and made wme enemies. 

So let no one grow too excited by what has 
been going on at the front end of the State 
House lately. So long as Secretary Grant and 
the rest of '.he office staff satisfy the Governor, 
that is all that is necessary and pertinent. 

After the projected or possible volume on the 
Eecretaries of Massachusetts Governors is com- 
pleted, perhaps the author will be persuaded to 
produce a supplementary and semi-philosophical 
tome on secretaries in general, their origin, in- 
fant tendencies, nourishment and training; and 
i their consequence in the larger scheme of things. 



Behind the Scenes 

Secretaries are more important than the 
casual public has any idea. Much of the history 
of this land, and of any land, has been made by 
comparatively inconspicuous men and women 
who have served as secretaries and aides to men 
high in the world's affairs. Many a bright 
thought credited to a statesman and many a 
device attributed to a practical pohtician has 
Ihad its inception in the brain of some humble 
secretary who takes it all as a part of his job. 

A secretary has to be a sort of diplomat, as 
well, on occasion. He smooths the path on which 
his chief may tread, he levels the hills before 
him, he dries the swamps into which his chief's 
feet might stray, he lights beacons on dark 
political nigiits, and in general he leads an excit- 
mg life of which the public usually knows 
nothing. 

Perhaps the most successful secretary at the 
State House in recent years was Henry Follans- 
bee Long, now the efficient commissioner of cor- 
jwrations and taxation — in which office he was 
placed by his chief, Calvin Coolidge. As an exec- 
utive secretary Henry Long was primarily a dip- 
lomat. He could turn down some applicant at 
the Governor's office and make the rejected one 
believe a favor was being done him. 

We know a secretary to one of the titanic 

senators, a most efficient young woman, who is 

harder to circumvent than a cyclone or a canyon. 

'She lets the right people sec the senator and 



she prevents the wrong ones from doing so, and 
altogether has helped build the excellent reputa- 
tion of her employer. There are many such. 

Possibly the secretary's office is of greater 
public interest and importance today than in 
past years at the front of the State House, from 
the obvious fact that the present Governor has 
and exerts more power than preceding Gov- 1 
ernors. It is an interesting phenomenon that' 
since last January the executive branch of our 
state government has assumed or been granted 
a degree of nuthority and importance quite over- 
shadowing that of either branch of the Legis- 
lature. Thus, all that pertains to the Governor's 
office commands exceptional attention. 

Executives to Fore 

Now, a word as to this power and the popu- 
larity or otherwise of the present Governor. He 
has been so definitely assertive, he has held the 
wheel with so determined a hand, that this is a 
pertinent and almost unavoidable topic for 
thought and discussion; and this is particularly 
so because the trend of current poUtical thought 
everywhere is towards the executive branch, in 
state and nation. i 

We find far more in the news, around the 
country, relating to Governors or the various 
states than we do concerning their legislative 
branches. In neighboring Rhode Island, though 
the Legislature has not been exactly obscure, it 
is the Governor who commands most of the 
headlines. And if in Rhode Island a Demo- 
cratic Governor has been turning out the Repub- 
licans, down in Jersey a Republican Governor, 
Hoffman (which probably is incorrectly spelled; 
we forget the proportion of ff's and nn's), has 
been dealing out similar treatment to the Demo- 
crats — and in the process is rising for considera- 
tion as a possible RepubUcan nominee for the 
presidency in 1936. 

Certainly in Louisiana it is the Governor and 
the senator who sponsors him who are the head- 
Jiners; and though the redoubtable Huey Long 
is a member of the nation's legislative branch, 
it is rather as an abounding executive, not to 
say executioner, that we all regard him. 

Governor Curley has swung the political 
broadaxe with much verve and abandon since 
he took office; and it was inevitable that in so 
doing he has aroused some bitter animosities. 
Yet as we look over the battleground from which 
the politically wounded and dead are being or 
have been removed, we find among the remains 
very few of those who by any chance could have 
ever been counted, or counted on, as friends and 
supporters of the Governor. He has in the main 
confounded his enemies rather than lanced his 
friends. 

Thus, it is a too-quick assumption that the 
Governor's decisive tactics have diminished his 
political power or that popular strength which 
was expressed in terms of votes last November. 
We do not find any convincing evidence to that 
effect. ThoL'e who for legitimate poUtical rea- 
sons oppose him and hope to see a RepubUcan 
succeed him need to keep cool and to view the 
present situation less under the spell of desire 
than by the cold processes of analyzing what is 
commonly called popular psychology. 

Admirer of Curley 

We happened on a letter printed in a Massa 
chusetts newspaper (not in Boston or Worces- 
ter) which we quote for the benefit of those who 
seek to unhorse the Governor — not by way of 
argument in the Governor's behalf, but as a sign- 
post for the guidance of the RepubUcans. In 
that contribution to a contemporary's mail box, 
is this sentence: 

"Massachusetts finds herself in the proud and 
fortunate possession of a real Governor of the 
people, by the people and for the people." 

We are not at all concerned with partisan 
argument here and now but we do wish to keep 
cool judgment, with reference to future political 
courses in the state, and in that capacity we 
offer the practical thought that while the Gov- 
ernor's summary action in the case of the Bos- 
ton finance commission, the racing commission, 
the police department of Boston and elsewhere, 
has aroused to something like ferocity many able 
and earnest critics, there is undoubtedly a very 
large group of people who regard his course as 
admirable and who look on him not as a villain 
but as a hero. 

Maybe there is an allegory, parable, token, 
sign, portent, omen or something in the report 
that Secretary Grant is having the portrait of 
Ben Butler dusted off and placed in a position 
of conspicuousness. Ben was a man Of action; 
and while less assailed Governors have sunk into 
the pleasant oblivion which is often the reward 
of conscientious and unsensational service, Ben 
Butler lives along forever, in the love and hate, 
variously portioned, of his fellow citizens or their 
descendants. In other words, Ben Butler is not 
forgotten. You can still start a fight in almost 
any political gathering by talking about Ben. 

A Word on Portraits 

Also, there is something to be said for the 
inspirational or stimulating value of the por- 
traits of those who had a somewhat repellent 
cast of countenance or to whose facial expres- 
sions the artist has given a suggestion of in- 
trigue. Most celebrated of all these, of course, 
is the Mona Lisa, which, despite a Boston sculp- 
tor's scoffing, still has magie through her smile, 
whether or not it was an artificial expression to 
hide poor teeth. 

There used to hang beside the door leading 
to the Governor's office and the Council cham- 
ber a portrait of Governor Andros, of great un- 
popularity in colonial days. It always deUghted 
us. The picture wears a most abominable ex- 
pression of malice and cold-blooded sneering 
Governor Allen at last requested that it be re- 
moved. He said a sight of it in the morning 
foiled his day.

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Race Betting Act in Danger 

I The dog racing promoters do not 
need Gov Curley's warning to per- 
ceive thai Uil'lT can be no reason- 
ably safe investment in a racing 
plant until the Cambridge case has 
been decided.

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PerhaprC^T'c^ri^ blunder 
was in not making the right sort ot 
a proposal as to the structure of 
the Legislature. The hearing on his 
recommendation that the member- 
ship in both branches be reduced 
was a flop, no one showing up to 
advocate it.

The governor's secretary, Mr 
Grant, cannot "know how important 
a figure in the public life of Mas- 
sachusetts was Gov George Nixon 
Briggs. Gov Briggs's portrait had 
hung on the wall over Secretary 
Grant's desk at the State House 
until one day last week when it 
was abruptly removed to make a 
place for the portrait of Gov Ben- 
jamin F. Butler. Mr Grant ad- 
mires Gov Butler, which is perfect- 
ly all right. But where hao the 
Briggs portrait gone to? 

Gov Briggs was a Berkshire man, 
born in Adams in 1796. He prac- 
ticed law in Adams, Lanesboro and 
Pittsfield. Beginning in 1830, he 
served six terms in Congress. He 
was govetiior from 1843 to 1851. 
He was influential in Congress. He 
was a strong governor. 

During his administration Prof 
Webster of Hai-vard murdered Dr 
^arkman of Boston and the gov- 
ernor was placed under severe 
pressure to commute the sentence 
of death to life imprisonment. Gov 
Briggs refuted to interpose and 
Prof Webster was hanged. Butter 
in his later career liked to taunt 
Harvard on the hanging of a mem- 
ber of its faculty. Thus there was 
more connection between the ca- 
reers of the two governors than 
Secretary Grant realizes, perhaps.

The Italian Line's "palace ship" Roma 
is today speeding toward mid-Atlantic 
with 250 passengers who embarked at 
Commonwealth Pier here Sunday after- 
noon for the Azores Islands, Lisbon, 
Gibraltar, Algiers, Palermo, Kaple* 
Ragusa and Trieste. 

The Roma, largest and fastest ahli 
ever to sail from Boston in regular trans 
atlantic service, received a royal wel- 
come here. 

Gifts wer« presented by Governor 
Curley and Mayor Mansfield to Captair 
Attlllo -Frugonc, who in turn, presente«5 
to the governor and mayor small coplei 
of the statue of the Wolf of Rome nurs 
Ing Romulus and Remus, the mythologi 
cal founders of Rome. 

Governor Curley gave tl>e captain a 
silk State flag and asked him to take to 
Premier Mussolini a copy of the history 
of Massachusetts. Mayor Mansfield pre- 
sented a marine clock similar to thosa 
recently made in Chelsea for President 
Roosevelt. 

A huge model of the Massachusetts 
State House, twelve feet long and four 
feet high, made In sugar by the chef of 
the Roma was displayed In the main 
dining saloon; colored paper In the win- 
dows with electric lights beneath gave ths 
appearance of a night scene. H. J. Felstel, 
New England representative of the line, 
said he was planning to move it to the 
Boston office of the company for display. 
About 300 guests had luncheon aboard 
ship in celebration of the advent of the 
Roma in the Boston service. 

Commonwealth Pier was decorated 
with American and State flags. It was 
estimated that 10,000 persons crowded the 
pier and visited the ship. 

Arrival of the Roma was scheduled at 
8 A. M., and crowds began collecting s 
that hour. Delay In reaching New Tor 
prevented the liner from keeping o 
schedule and it was 11.30 A. M. befort 
the Roma was fast at the pier here anci 
gangplanks out.

E. Smith and Ogden Mills would have 
been far bigger men had they kept their 
mouths shut, for the same rea.son. And 
yet It is very hard for anyone in the ring 
with a broken nose, to smile and to throw 
mandarins and not citrons.

It is an anomalous and a strange fact, 
while the people have abolished political 
conventions, about everywhere, that the 
old-time method of nominating a Pre.^l- 
dent ot the United States remains the 
same and that Is in a national convention. 
In the State governments, pretty much 
everywhere, the nominees of the parties 
hold their mandates directly from the 
people. This is not done with the presi- 
dency. For the.ie reasons presidential 
nominees are generally determined by the 
senators of the United States and the Na- 
tional Coi.-mlttees. Some day, perhaps, 
the State and the national systems will 
be made, if not right, then at least the 
same and consistent.

Second Bill Filed 

Since then Conrad W. Crooker, as 
counsel for Mr Gardner, has filed a 
second bill amending the law, but 
there is some question as to whether 
it should be admitted while a repeal 
bill is pending.

Here's Governor James M..„Clirlcy, 
recently elected by a large majority 
as New England representative of the 
President. For twenty year.s he has 
been a dominating influence in the 
public Rffalrs of Boston. At the end 
of his term that city was very much 
worse ofT financially than ever be- 
fore in its history ; had a tax levy that 
was a withering blow to the business 
of the city and people are obliged to 
pay higher prices for gas, electricity, 
carfare and other public service than 
In any other large city in America.

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BACKING OUT ON THE 

SALES TAX 



Sales tax advocates are slowly 
but surely backing down, the state- 
ment of Gov Curley having shown 
them that thisT' not the way out, 
that such a levy would merely free 
tKe rich of taxation and shift the 
burden on to the poor. 

A situation exists today wherein 
the general run of mortgage in- 
vestments made prior to 1930 are 
in the class of frozen assets with 
little or no chance of liquidation 
unless over a long period of years.

his own state, he says: "I beg of 
you, however, not to be misled by 
such appeals (to reduce taxes on 
income in the higher brackets) for 
if, in a national crisis, you have to 
choose between "soaking the rich" 
and soaking the mo.^t helpless ele- 
ments of our population, I beg of 
you, in the name of justice and fair 
play, to soak the rich — if, remem- 
ber, there is no alternative than to 
soak the poor." 

Directing a pertinent question at 
the Massachusetts Legislature, he 
asks, ". . . but will this Legis- 
lature prefer to soak the poor on 
the ground that the poor can be 
soaked so much more convenient- 
ly?" Regarding the sales tax itself, 
he remarks: "It will increase prices 
generally; and business, to be on 
the safe side, will not only pass the 
tax on to the consumer but will 
pass the tax plus what is deemed 
to be a safe margin on to the con- 
sumer." 

And in this taxation of those with 
higher incomes, it is pointed out 
that it will spur them to the kind 
of action to which they should be 
spurred. It will spur them to ace, 
for instance, that waste and graft 
and special privilege in government 
have to be paid for out of their 
pockets. 

That paragraph above is impor- 
tant. It represents what has always 
been known but never spoken in 
legislative circles and is a challenge 
to the present General Court in the 
interests of good government. It is 
not an unfair or unjust contention 
and it puts to shame the sliallow 
thinking processes of the sales tax 
advocates. Contrary to belief, it is 
not political suicide. This theory of 
taxation, namely letting those who 
have the greatest interest at stake 
pay the way of those interests, will 
put Massachusetts again in the 
forefront of all state Legislatures.

tlon, made up of members from Cen- 
tral Massachusetts, meeting here to- 
day at Wesley M. E. Church, also sent 
a protest on legalized gambling to the 
Governor, hitting out at both dog and 
horse racing. 

The action by the Baptist ministers 
group was the first gun to be fired 
hereabouts in organized and active op- 
position, particularly to dog racing. 
Tomorrow the Worcester Ministers 
Association, an Inter-denomlnational 
group, will take steps toward securing 
the active participation by all church- 
es In opposition to the sport. 

The Baptist group receued the reso- 
lution, which it accepted on dog rac- 
I Ing, from the Rev. M. E. Ksh of IJx- 
' bridge. Speakers deplored the laxness 
of the churches in not bemg more ac- 
tive on the gambimg question and de- 
plored dog racing a.s promoting gam- 
bling, which "should be curbed." 

"The churches should be more ac- 
tive In opposition to gambling in any 
form," said the Rev. W. Mcrvln Gib- 
son of John Street Baptist Church, 
president of the group, in armouncing 
the unanimous vote. Speaker at the ' 
meeting was the Rev. M. W. Schuh of 
aouthbridge who urged the rcvitaliza- 
tlon of worship. 

Speaker at the Methodist meeting 
was Prof. Harold W. Roop of Boston 
University who discussed religion and 
what it accomplishes. Both organiza- 
tions had luncheon this afternoon. 
The Rev. Arthur L. Hopkinson of 
Fitchburg is president of the Method- 
ist Ministers' Association, 

The Methodist ministers sent the 
following to Govern or C urlcv over the 
signatures of President Hopklnson and 
the Rev. J. Edwin Lacount. .secretary, 
pastor of the ■WhitlnsvlUe church:

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BACKING OUT ON THE 
SALES TAX

Sales tax advocates are slowly 
but surely backing down, the state- j 
merit of Gov Curley having shown 
them that this-Is not the way out, 
that such a levy would merely freo 
the rich of taxation and shift the 
burden on to the poor. 

A situation exists today wherein 
the general run of mortgage in- 
vestments made prior to 11)30 are 
in the class of frozen assets with 
little or no chance of liquidation 
unless over a long period of years. 
On top of this is a heavy layer of i 
taxation and yet there are people 
ready and able to buy homes who 
see the situation as it is and are 
unwilling to go ahead and commit 
themselves. 

At pre.sent there is a concerted 
drive for wliat is called an "over- 
all limitation" of $15 per thou- 
sand valuation of real estate going 
through in some quarters. Under 
this plan there would be no increa.se i 
in valuation and a forcing of the 1 
municipal and state governments to j 
look elsewhere for tax money with . 
no opportunity to raise money os- i 
tensibly for the relief of real e.state, 
but actually to provide further reve- 
nue into which the Legislature could 
dip for any scheme which it had in 
mind. 

Edward A. Filene, Boston mer- 
chant and economi.st, has argued 
long and well for a more scientific 
scheme of taxation, a way of taxing 
without drying up the well-springs 
of production or causing extraordi- 1 
j;| nary hardships to anyone. Return- | 
' iiig from a trip across the country 
he points out that the situation has

millions of Americans in strange, 
.1 economically unsound campaigns, 
! which, if successful, can only lead 
[to the collapse of our economic sys- 
I tern and the possible destruction of 
our present political system." 
--- CTp e a i t m r 'T^Br-ttir-'CTgTgriitiire of 
his own state, he says: "I 'beg of 
you, however, not to be misled by 
.such appeals (to reduce taxes on 
income in tlie higher brackets) for 
if, in a national crisis, you have to 
choose between "soaking the rich" 
and soaking the most helpless ele- 
ments of our population, I beg of 
you, in the name of justice and fair 
play, to soak the rich — if, remem- 
ber, there is no alternative than to 
soak the poor." 

Directing a pertinent question at 
the IMassachu.sptls Legislature, ho 
asks, ". . . but will this Legis- 
lature prefer to soak the poor on 
the ground that the poor can bo 
soaked so much more convenient- 
ly?" Regarding the sales tax itself, 
he remarks: "It will increase prices 
generally; and business, to be on 
the safe side, will not only pass the 
tax on to the consumer but will 
pass the tax plus what is deemed 
to be a safe margin on to the con- 
sumer." 

And in this taxation of those with 
higher incomes, it is pointed out 
that it will spur them to the kind 
of action to which they should be 
spurred. It will spur them to see, 
for instance, that waste and graft 
and special privilege in government 
have to be paid for out of their 
pockets. 

That paragraph above is impor- 
tant. It represents what has always 
been known but never spoken in 
legislative circles and is a challenge 
to the present General Court in the 
interests of good government. It is 
not an unfair or unjust contention 
and it puts to shame the shallow 
thinking processes of the sales tax 
advocates. Contrary to belief, it is 
not political suicide. This theory of 
taxation, namely letting those who 
have the greatest interest at stake 
pay the way of those interests, will 
put Massachusetts again in the 
forefront of all state Legislatures. 
No tru«r words were ever spoken 
than when it was said that the ^vay 
to broaden the base of the income 
tax is to provide income-taxable 
incomes to the masses of American 
pe«ple. Few business men favor 
the sales tax. Few real estate own- 
ers realize what they are advocat- 
ing. Why continue to agitate the 
question?

To tax those values not only 
on income or accretions of wealth but as well 
as taking some of the value itself, as we seem- 
ingly are now doing, must spell destruction." 

In general this is a terse statement of 8 
truly bad situation and tendency. The only 
chance to quarrel with it is in the use of the 
word "seemingly" as to the necessity of gov. 
ernmental spending and the use of the fame 
word in reference to greater demands. The 
necessity for spending is not as great as it 
seems to officials of government and the de- 
mands for more spending come from those of- 
ficials rather than from the taxpaying public. 

That we are taking values themselves in 
taxation is more than seemingly evident. It is 
a fact that governments are drying up sources 
of taxation by taking some of the values that 
are sources. This applies to our own state gov- 
ernment. 

The increase in the preliminary budget sub- 
mitted by Governo r Cur ley for 1935 over that 
submitted in January, 1934, by Governor Ely 
is not seeming; it is in dollars. The total 
of this Curley budget is $4,973,697 larger 
than the total in the Ely budget of 1934, not- 
withstanding the fact that the capital expendi- 
tures provided in the Curley budget are $3,060,- 
290 less than in the Ely budget of a year ago. 
This difference is mainly accounted for by the 
fact that Governor Curley proposes over $3,- 
000,000 less for capital outlays in the Depart- 
ment of Public Works. Had he proposed to 
spend the same amount in public works as was 
proposed last year Governor Curley's budget 
would have been more than $8,000,000 larger 
than that of last year. 

If we look for the sources of the increase 
in the Curley budget we shall find $2,.309,826 
increase in the total of the salary andwajfo list 




and' $2,309,000 fh the "other expenses" of thf 
departments. We have an example in the De- 
partment of Public Works. Thnugli $.?,230,000| 
less than last year i.s allotted to capital expen- 
ditures tlicreby presumably involving less per- 
sonal service and expense, it appears that the 
."salary and wage expense is neverthele.s8 in- 
creased $022,700 and "other expenses" increased 
$2,011,000. In other words, all that is taken 
from capital expenditures for public works is 
added to salaries and other expenses of the de- 
partment. 

But that department is not .an exception, 
nor even a glaring instance. Governor Curley 
proposes to increase the costs of his own execu- 
tive office by $32,745 or 19 per cent; $13,505 
increase in -salaries and $19,200 in the other 
expenses of his office force.

Even 
Commissioner Long gets a 5 per cent increase 
and the legislative department is favored with 
an increase of $71,645 or nearly 9 per cent,

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Desertion Of Sabbath Here In 
1843 Deplored In Old Newspaper 

Copy of Massachusetts Eagle, Ancestor of Berkshire 
Evening Eagle of Pittsfield, Contains Communi- 
cation Asserting Ears Were Profaned by Shouts 
of Boys and Young Men Playing Ball, Streams 
Were Studded With People on Fishing Excur- 
sions While Others Were Engaged in "Low, Base 
J, Enterprise of Pitching Cents" — Paper Advocated 
Election of Governor George N. Bliss, Native of 
Adams, Whose Portrait Was Recently Removed 
From Office of Go y. Curie v 's Secretary. 




Gary S. Hayward, Pittsfield corrc- 
rpondent of the Tianscript. recently 
came into possession of several finely 
preserved newspapers published in 
Bcrk.':hire county from 92 to 96 years 
ago. In one of them, the Massa- 
chusetts Eagle, ancestor of the Berk- 
shire EaKlc, ])ublishcd simultaneously 
every Thursday in Pittsfield and 
Lenox, under date of August 24, 1843, 
Is a, communication In which the 
writer deplores the desecration of 
the Sabbath in North Adams. In a 
preamble llie editor says: "We cau- 
tion fJie citizrivs of our village against 
making a home application of some 
of the trutlxs it contained." 

Gov. Brifcs, Native of Adam.s 

At the head of the editorial col- 
umn of the same issue the Eagle 
states that it is for George N. Briggs 
of Pittsfield for governor and Juliius 
Rockwell of Pittsfield for Congress. 

Briggs, who wa.s born in Adams in 
1796, wa.s elected in 1843 and served 
as governor continuously until 1851. 
Beginning in 1830 he .served six terms 
in Congre.«s. He was influential in 
Congress and an unusually strong 
governor. He had practiced law in 
Adans, Lanosboro and Pittsfield. 
D\n'ing his administration as gover- 
nor. Prof. Webster of Harvard mur- 
dered Dr. Parkman of Boston and 
the governor was placed under severe 
pressure to commute the death .sen- 
tence to life imiirisonmnt but he re- 
fused to do so and Prof. Webster was 
hanged. Incidentally one day last 
week Governor C ^jijev 's .secretary, 
Mr. Grant, abruptly removed a i>or- 
trait of Gov. Briggs which had himg 
over his desk at the Slate House and 
put a portrait of Gov. Benjamin P. 
Butler in its place. 

Sabbath in North Adams

Rules Board Delays Action 
Until March 20 Hearing

PUTNAM TO OFFER 

AN AMENDMENT 

Legislative action on bills rallinR for 
changes In the dog racing provisions 
of the state racing; law will be withheld 
until the latter part of next week, or 
Inter, it was decided yesterday, after the 
House committee on rules conducted a 
public hearing on six new racing pro- 
posals. 

Speaker Leverett Saltonstall, chair- 
man of the committee, announced that 
the members, In an executive session, 
voted to -postpone further consideration 
of the measure until the joint committee 
on state administration acts on a general 
facing repeal bill, which will be heard 
a week from tomorrow, March 20. 

Soon after the rules committee made 
known Itis decision, Senator Harry B. 
Putnam of Westfleld. chairman of the 
committee on legal affairs which drew 
Up the present racing act, provided a 
new development when he declared he 
plans to submit an amendment to the 
petition which comes up before the state 
administration committee next Wednes- 
day. 

SEES NEW VOTE 
Putnam said he proposes a change in 
the repeal measure which would provide 
for resubini.ssion of the dogf racing pro- 
visions to Massachusetts voters In No- 
vember, "1936, and that in the mean- 
time, the dog racing provisions would 
be repealed. Under Putnam's amend- 
ment, a municipality which voted 
against dog racing would not be re- 
quired to harbor a dog track within 
Its limits. 

Yesterday's hearing before the House 
rules committee attracted a crowd of 
more than 300. Although the crowd 
conducted Itself In an orderly manner 
four state troopers remained on duty 
during the two hours and 20 minutes 
that the affair lasted. 

Speaker Saltonstall asked Represent- 
ative Gustave W. Everberg of Wobiu-n 
the petitioner for repeal of dog racing] 
if he did not consider such isiign ad- 
visable. Everberg agreed without fur- 
ther argument. 

Most of the measures before the com- 
mittee were strongly advocated by a 
large turnout of prqrjraierits, but the 
proposal of Representative Francis X 
Coyne of Boston that the state auditor 
be required to audit the records and 
books of licensees who conduct racing 
was among those opposed. Opposition, 
incidentally, came from Lawrence J. 
Bresnahan, former assistant secretary 
of the racing commission, who was 
ousted on the order of CJov. Curley 
Bresnahan declared that the mulii^ 
commission and not the auditor's of- 
fice should be held responsible, 

ATTACKS CROOKER 

The one flare-up during the hearing 
came when Representative Thomas 
I Dorgan of Dorchester attacked Conrad 
W. Crooker, sponsor of several racing 
bills. Dorgan said Crooker insulted 
members of the Legislature at a pub- 
lic hearing on racing bills last week. 
The Rev. Arthur Keimel, of West 
I SwiugficW^^ told the rules committee 
J that the peojsie of western Massachus- 
1 ctts are "up in arms" over dog racing. 
I He joined many others in urging repeal 
I of the present law. 
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CURLEY DEMANDS 
/ NEW LABOR BOARD 

Governor Charges Present In- 
dustrial Council Is Failure 

The substitution of a new state indus- 
trial relations board for the existing 
state board of conciliation and arbitra- 
tion will be sought during the current 
session of the Legislature, Gov. Curley 
announced last night. ^ 

In explaining his advocacy of the new 
agency for harmonizing the relations 
between labor and industry the Govern- 
or said: "The present board has lost 
public confidence. It has failed to settle 
a single important labor di-spute. It has 
favored the interests of the employers 
as against the InteresU of the workmen. 
We propose to try to restore confidence 
by extending the scope of this agency's 
activities." . 

me proposed legislation is being 
drafted for the Governor by his special 
committee now engaged in attempting 
1 to eliminate the handicaps under which 
the boot and shoe Industry Is operating 
in Massachusetts. The proposed board 
would handle the affairs of all indus- 
tries involved in labor disputes. 

A final draft of the special commit- 
tee's recommendation is expected to be 
submitted to the Governor for his con- 
sideration Thursday after the commit- 
tee's full membership has had adequate 
opportunity to discuss it from all angles 
The legislation the Governor is seek- 
ing does not make any provision lor 
compulsory arbitration of labor dis- 
putes. Compulsory measures, he is con- 
vinced, are siiccessful only In prosper- 
ous times. He cited the breakdown in 
compulsory arbitration in New Zea- 
land and Australia during the current 
business depression after having oper- 
ated successfully for 12 years. 

The new board he visualizes wouia 
engage in fact-finding expeditions 
rather than discussions of wliat the 
factions are striving foi in the heat or 
an impending strike. He believes a 
board of this character should be in 
such intimate touch with industry that 
it would be in position to act well in 
advance of the actual calling of a 
strike Instead of deferring interference 
until a climax is reached 

Instead of settling strikes, the Gov- 
ernor said, the state should have a vig- 
orous active agency that would be en- ^ 
gaged in preventing strikes and locK- 
outs. Such a board, he continued,' 
should be dependent for its success on 
the confidence of both labor and in- 
dustry in the fairness of the decisions 
it might hand down. 

No effort has been made by the spp- 
cial committee to sound the ideas of 
either labor or Industry for its pro- 
posed "industrial court." ,. ,. j 
The present members of the board 
of concUlatlon and arbitration are Ed- 
ward Fisher of Lowell, chairman; J. W.

i STRICKEN FROM BUDGET 

The committee struck from the 
budget items making provision for an 
executive officer and chauffeur in the 
adjutant general's department and for 
several additional employes in the ex- 
ecutive department. The committee re- 
ported Its members could find no neces- 
sity for the creation of these new Jobs. 

Bigelow broke down the Governor's 
budget recommendations in these classi- 
fications: from genera! fund. $44,930,- 
581; from highway fund, $13,863,750; 
bonds, $225,000; total, $59,019,332. The 
committee's allocation was: from gen- 
eral fund. $45,039,379: from highway 
fund, $13,773,075; total, $58,812,454. 

The committee eliminated all provi- 
sion for financing the Governor's com- 
mittee on street and highway safety 
for which an appropriation of $12,000 
was .sought. It .suggested that If the 
activities of this committee be regarded 
as essential. It be financed from the 
extraordinary expenses fund, a fund of 
$100,000 expended under the direction 
of the Governor and the executive 
council. 

Bigelow .said in part; 

"Everyone knows that local taxes are 
not being collected. Public welfare and 
operating expenses have substantially 
Increased since 1930. but one of the 
main sources of municipal revenue, the 
Income taxes collected and distributed 
by the state, have made a nose dive. 
"This loss in income tax revenue has to 
be made up somehow and the easiest 
remedy was to increase the taxes on 
real estate to such a point that today 
thousands of real estate taxpayers can't 
pa.v."

SPEEDING back to New England, incommunicado 
If not incognito, Walter E. O'Hara seeks to ac- 
quaint himself with the lay of the land before ho 
sits down at Buyard Tuckorman's Water Street office 
early tomorrow afternoon to thrash over the horse 
racing situation, in so far as it affects Greater Boston. 
"Lay of the land" may be set down as a two-edge word, 
because it Is the location of the track that holds para- 
mount interest at the moment, for the Massachusetts 
racing commission has decreed that work must start 
on the new track by March 15, and there's a question 
right now whether the track will be built In East Bos- 
ton or somewhere else. 

C Simmered right down. It becomes clear that O'Hara 
feels that his participation is necessary it Massachu- 
setts racing Is to succeed, and he certainly can put up 
a powerful argument. For racing is a big business, 
in which friendaliips and contacts play an Important 
part, and O'Hara achieved such phenomenal success at 
Narragansett last year that he could do much to help 
or hurt the Bay State horse racing venture 

"I'll go to East Boston it a majority of our group 
insist on it," O'Hara told me before he headed back 
home. He was seated In his penthouse apartment atop 
the Miami Biltmore Hotel in swank Coral Gables, and 
there was a twinkle in his blue eyes as he made that 
Statement. I asked him for the "catch" in such a 
remark. 

"Simply," he replied, "that 1 won't bo llnanclally 
Interested In the track If it is in East Boston." 

Has Natick Filterbeds at His Disposal 

C There are so many ramif\catlon.s to the Buy State 
racing situation, so many reports and rumors that It is 
hard to guess at what may develop. After the famous 
peace meeting that brought together men who had not 
seen eye to eye on some phases of the industry, the 
Eastern Horse Racing Association agreed on East Dog- 
ton as the site for the track, and O'Hara was in that 
group. Now, with the deadline on the time to start 
building near at hand, the Narragansett managing di- 
rector, who combines business with the pleasure of 
watching the ponies run, has tossed a bombshell that 
indicates rather clearly that he doesn't care wtielher 
a track Is built in MHs.sachusetts this year. 

C O'Hara denies this accusation. "I'll build a track 
myself If 1 can get a license," he declares. "But that 
depends on whether the Eastern crowd want me In or 
out. It they want me to run their meeting, I'll do It, 
regardless of where the track Is located. If they want 
me to step aside, I'll become a bidder for the license." 

C It seems that there is a piece of land on the 
Natlck-Framlnghara line on Route 3 (the Worcester 
pike) which O'Hara can purchase at a figure within 
the reach of his pocketbook. And he says it is an ideal 
location — far better, he insists, than the urban location 
that was to have been called Suffolk Downs, and may 
still be built and called by that name. They call this 
Natick spot the Filterbeds. 

O'Hara Hasn't Met New Racing Chairman 

C The haif-million dollars that O'Hara can place on 
the line within 48 hours of the time that it is asked for, 
plus his experience in drawing the better horses to 
'Gansett last year, leads to the belief that he will remain 
somewhere in the Bay State racing picture. But just 
where is pure guesswork. 

C It would be intprestlng to know how Governor 
Curley feels about the whole situation. He and O'Hara 
saw the HIaleah races one day, but the 'Gansett 
potentate says his excellency was vacationing and they 
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C Now It requires no great brainpower to see that 
'Gansett gets none the worst of It in such a lineup. 

Why O'Hara Is Likely to Stay in Picture 

C A.sked if he didn't think that Narragansett was 
a.Mking more than Its share, O'Hara replied: "The 
people of Rhode Island want those dates." And so-o-o-o 
.Massachusetts and New Hampshire perforce must take 
the leavings. 

C However, if there Is a consolidation of the three 
New England tracks, the whole racing calendar doubt- 
less will be rearranged, with each track getting a more 
equable share and peace and harmony will prevail. 
But unle.ss there Is an agreement over the location of 
the Boston track, over the management of the Boston 
track and over other Important details, then plenty of 
trouble and grief lie ahead for those Now Englanders 
who hope to make money from the horse racing 
business. 

C O'Hara's story sounds convincing, as he outlines 
tilt; progress he has made In lining up the topnotchers 
In the business and made friendships that Insure Nar- 
ragansett's continued success. 

"It may sound like ego," he declared, "but I'm con- 
vinced I can do n great deal to help or hurt the pros- 
pects of the Rockingham and Boston tracks. If I'm not 
with them, 1 may be against them, because it I am con- 
nected only with Narragansett I'll do my best to make 
that the best meeting anywhere. I'm not afraid It there 
are conflicts In dates, because Narragansett assuredly 
will come out on top." 

C That may be so, and it will be bad news for some- 
one if there are conflicts, because such throat-cutting 
tactics have preceded the dislntregation of the business 
heretofore. Yet who can say a sudden demise for the 
industry will be other than bsneflcial to the entire New 
England territory?

wealth. 

He called Judge Kaplan to his of- 
fice today to tell him that he was 
out as a member of the Finance Com- 
mission, and then dictated a letter to 
E Mark Sullivan, chairman of the 
Boston Finance Commission instruct- 
ing him that Kaplan had held office 
in violation of the statute and was

Judge Kaplan tried to avoid the 
ouster today, but Gov Curley was 
prepared for the move and the judge 
found himself off the board.

Chairman Bigelow gently tooK 
the Governor to task for setting up 

I an employment bureau in his of- 
fice The committee recommended 
the' elimination of the post now 
held by Lieut Col Joseph Hanken, 
a Curley appointee, declared that 
Gov Curley had no right to raise 
the pay of women cleaners at the 
State House, refused him a $224,000 
bond issue for beach and recrea- 
tional purposes, and otherwise 
played havoc with the Governor s 
recommendations. 

Cut of $206,876 

Despite the changes suggested by 
the committee, the total saving in 
th"? Ways and Means budget over that ■ 
, offered" by the Governor would be 1 
I only $206,876. But this does not in- j 
j elude nearly $2,000,000 intended to} 
i finance projects which have not yet j 
been authorized by the Legislature. 1 
I Among these was $60,000 for land 
! takings for the proposed Cape Cod 
National Guard camp. 

Because of the Ways and_ Means 
cuts in his projects Gov Curley plans 
to have Chairman Bigelow confer i 
with him. The Governor was asked il 
he would go before the committee to 
1 argue for his recommendations. He 

replied he would not, but would have 
the chairman of the committee come 

to him. " ,. . i „ 

Gov Curley took immediate steps 
to restore some of the items he had 
recommended. Adjt Gen William 
I Rose was directed to go before the 
committee and advocate the restora- 
tion of the Cape Cod cam.p item and 
Lieut Col Paul G. Kirk, conunis- 
sioner of public safety, was requested ; 
to move for the immediate appropn- ■ 
ation of $35,000 for 25 additional 
State policemen and 32 more siaie 
detectives. 

Committee's Views 

Chairman Bigelow said that $5t>,- 
812,455 was the committee's be,,l 
iudgment as the cost of running the 
State in 1935, compared with the 
recommendation of Gov Curley for 
$59 019 332. He pointed out that tnis 
amount does not include the appro- 
priations for nending bills which will 1| 
be taken care of after their passage. ' 
Chairman Bigelow said the com- 
mittee struck out an item of $7.0 m- 
. tondcd to cover the expenses of e.n-

as special secretaries to Gov 
Curi,ey in charge of applicants for 
State jobs. 

"The assistant secretary refused to 
ppear before the committee when 
requested," said Mr Bigelow, "and 
the Governor's secretary who ap- 
peared in his behalf, was unable to 
furnish the committee with any ac- 
curate details as to the activities of 
the office. The proposed reduction is 
made for the puprose of dispensing 
with these two new positions after 
April 1, 1935." 

The committee also lopped off items 
of $1800 to cover salaries of a secre- 
tary and two stenographers in the 
Lieutenant Governor's office, declar- 
ing only one office assistant is neces- 
sary for that official. May 1 would 
! be the date set for eliminating the 
otner two positions. 

Safety E^oard Item Out 

The Ways and Means Committee 
cut out a $12,000 item for the Gover- 
nor's Committee on Street and High- 
way Safety. The Governor's Com- 
mittee is also supported by funds 
j contributed by the insurance com- 
panies, 

"As there is no law authorizing 
such an appropriation, your commit- 
tee has decided to cut out this item," 
said Bigelow. 

It was shown by Representative 
Bigelow that the transfer for another 
year of $10,000,000 from the highway 
fund to the general expenses ac- 
count "would reduce the deficit to 
be assessed on the cities and towns 
to $10,700,000." 

"Some of our cities and towns to- 
day are already on the verge of 
bankijptcy," he said. "Any addi- 
tional appropriations made will un- 
doubtedly force them over the 
brink." 

The chairman explained an increase 
asked by the Governor for the Me- 
tropolitan District Commission of 
from $3,454,523 to $3,506,523, by say- 
ing the additional amount is neces- 
sary for salary restorations and au- 
tomatic increases. Concerning the 
expenses of the Metropolitan District 
he added: 

"It is important to notice that the 
taxpayers of Boston were assessed 
$4,782,476 out of the total assessment 
of 1934 or 51% percent, and that the 
taxpayers of Boston, Somerville, 
Brookline and Quincy pay over 68'/2 
percent of the total assessments." 

Drops Bond Issue 

Concerning the elimination of the 
only proposed bond issue, Representa- 
tive Bigelow explained that part of 
the amount was to cover cost of land 
at Salisbury Beach which the com- 
mittee had decided to finance by an 
appropriation instead of borrowing 
the money. 

In explaining the striking out the 
appropriation for Lieut Col Hanken, 
Chairman Bigelow said: 

"Under this item a new position 
was recommended, an executive ot- 
ficer in the AdjutantGeneral's depart- 
ment. Such a position had not exist- 
ed for many years, and the com- 
mittee concluded it was unneces- 
sary. By the reduction the position 
will be discontinued after June 1." 

Representative Bigelow deplored 
the fact that the committee's appro- 
priations from the general fund shov,/ 
an increase of $2,400,000 over last 
year and a deficit of $20,700,000 over 
I revenue. This is an increase of 
$1,300,000 over the 1934 deficit, he 



to $2.95 in 1935, an increase of over 
3Vi times and with no local control .

Reasons for Deficits 

"There are two principal reasons 
for this growing deficit. Operating 
expenses have increased $4,000,000 
since 1930, whereas revenue receipts 
have decreased $18,300,000. 

"Everyone knows that the local 
taxes are not being collected. Pub- 
lic welfare and operating expenses 
have substantially increased since 
1930, but one of the main sources of 
municipal revenu''. 1h- income taxes 
collected and distributed by the 
State, huve made a nose dive. This 
loss in income tax revenue had to 
be made up somehow and the easiest 
remedy was to increase the taxes on 
real estate to such a point that to- 
^ay thousands of real estate tax- 
payers can't pay. 

"Must we bust? 'Yes, unless 
see to it that work and wages i: 
industry are provided for. Tax 
payers, besides carrying their ow 
load, have to carry the load of thos 
who daily find themselves unable i 
pay, until they too succumb to th' 
deadening tax load for welfare re 
lief and for work and wages for non 
productive public works. 

"To make matters worse, thi 
March, 1933. dollar is worth only 7 
cents for food and 80 cents fo: 
clothing." 

The Representative predicteoi i 
probably would be absolutely neces 
sary for the Legislature to vote an| 
additional $400,000 to meet the risin 
cost of commodity prices. 

Racing Board Item Cut 

Representative Bigelow explained I 
that the committee had reduced the| 
State Racing Commission appropria- 
tion by $84,000. 

"Because of the uncertainty as to J 
dog and horse racing for this year, 
the figures were revised," he said. I 
"When the situation is clearer, an ad- 1 
ditional appropriation can be made I 
if necessary."

The )5roiX)s€d legislation is being 
drafted for the Governor by his special i 
committee now engaged in attempting!

in Massachusetts. The propo.sed board 
would liandle the affairs of all indus- 
tries involved in labor di,':putcs. 

A final draft of the special commit- 
tee's recommenJatioa is expected to be 
submitted to the Governor for his con- 
sideration Tluusday alter the commit- 
tee's full membership has had adequate 
opportunity to discuss it from all angles 
The legislation the Governor is seelc- 
Ing does not malce any provision for 
compulsory arbitration of labor dis- 
putes. Compulsory measures, he is con- 
vinced, are .successful only in prosper- 
ous times. He cited the breal^down in 
compulsory arbitration iu New Zea- 
land and Australia during the current 
business deprc.s.sion after having oper- 
ated successfully for 12 years. 

Tho new board he visualizes would 
engage in fact-finding expeditions 
rather than discu-ssions of what the 
factions are .striving for in the heat of 
an impending strike. He believes a 
board of this character should be in 
such intimate touch with industry that , 
it would b? in position to act well in 
advance of the actual calling of a 
strike instead of deferring interference 
until a climax is reached. 

Instead of settling strikes, the Gov- 
ernor said, the stats should have a vig- 
orous active agency that would be en- 
gaged in preventing strikes and lock- 
outs.

A ntroUc atteck on the recent 
electric light rate reduction made

last night. 

The attack on the electric rate 
reduction came in a resolution 
filed with the council by Council- 
men Doyle and Armstrong and 
was added to In a sharp address 
by Councilman Doyle from the 
floor. 

i Cloaked In no unmistakable 
I terms the resolutions called upon 
I the officials of the Suburban Gas 
■ and Electric Co. to consider its re- 
I cent revision. 

Before the resolutlo.. was 
unanimou.sly adopted by the 
council. Councilman Doyle charg- 
ed that the reduction was largely 
a mathematical one that meant 
little or nothing to the resident 
consumer of the city. 

"TVe have beeu kidded again. 
We get what purports to b« a 
reduction. But let us see. What 
they have given is not gointr to 
meet with our satisfaction. They 
i ?ave it to prevent an expose of 
1 the electric rates of the state 
which was threatened by Gov. 
Ciirlair recently," CountflllUSn 

Doyle said. 

"One w.^y and the best I thinlt 
to show just what thl.. rate will 
mean to the residents of the city 
is by comparison with the old 
rates. 
I "Under the old rates the com- 
pany charged $5.12 for 96 kilo- 
watt hours while under the ne / 
rate for the same number of 
kilowatt hours the charge will 
come to S4.75 or a 37 cent re- 
duction. In terms of kilowatt 
hours this reduction represents 
only one-third ^1 a cent reduction 
per kilowatt hour. 

■lender the old rates the com- 
pany charged $3.99 for 6 kilowatt 
hours and under the new will 
charge S3. 68 or a reduction of 36 
cents. This reduction represents 
a drop of about one-half a cent 
per kilow^att hour. 

This company has done nothing 
about reducing the cost of the 
first three kilowatt hours which is 
75 cents.

The Boston Finance Commission is 
in the news again. 

The commtsiion's affairs have been 
carried on mid.>;t comparative peace 
and quiet since the aftermaths to 
Governor Curley'.s removal orders 
have died down. 

Today, the committee on cities re- 
vived interest in the commission's' 
doings. 

Tliat committee sat to hear recom- 
mendations for the abolition of the 
cammission — recommendations con- 
tained in Governor Curley's in- 
augural. 

In his address, the governor rec- 
ommended new legislation to end the 
existence of the commission on the 
ground that it had virtually wasted 
SI. 000.000 in expenses since its es- 
tablishment in 1909. The governor 
claimed that during that time the 
commission had been "converted into 
a political agency for the benefit of 
the Republican party." ' 

Industrial Board. 

Plans for cstablislmient of a State 
Board of Industrial Relations to re- 
place the State Board of Conciliation 
and Arbitration are going forward. 

Governor Curley announced last 
night tiiar the plans would be com- 
pleted Thursday and the governor's 
special committee to restore prosper- 
ity to the shoe industry today was 
preparing legislation to forward those 
plans. 

The governor said his shoe com- 
mittee's recommendations would be 
pre-sented Thursday. The proposed 
new State Board would handle not 
only the troubles of the shoe industry, 
but also those of all other industries, 
Curley said. 

To Prevent Trouble. 

"The co.aimittee will recommend 
(iie creation of a Stale Board of In- 
dustrial Relations which will- work to 
prevent strikes, lock-outs and labor 
disputes." the chief executive added. 

He said that as far as he had been 
able to learn, the existing conciUa- 
ilon and arbitration board had "lost 
piiblic confidence ' ana had "failed to 
settle a major labor dispute." 

The proposed legislation, he said, 
would not provide for compulsory 
,5Ubmi,<i.'ion of labor disputes to the 
State Board because such a plan had 
not been satisfactory, particularly in 
PTinc' of djpression. He added that 
.mcce;s of the projected board would 
depend on the confidence of both em- 
olovprs and employes in its decrees. 

"The present board, he concluded, 
';prved only the employer. 
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¥ SEE THAT the portrait of Gover- 
■■■ nor Benjamin F. Butler has been 
given at the State House a more 
prominent position than it has re- 
cently occupied.

canoeing trips; the Susquehannal 
which I once followed from Havre! 
de Grace up; the Delaware in onel 
of whose New York state affluents 
I swam and made water color.-? on 
its banks with Jonas Lie. now presiH 
dent of the National Academy oi 
Design; the Connecticut whose flovJ 
is amplified by the outlet of ouif 
Lake Wyola at Wendell; the Kenne] 
bee and Saco, of whose vistas .

Final Effort Being Made By Sen. Walsh to 

Thwart Go v. Cur ley's Attempt to Get 
I PeterTTTague Appointed 



WASHINGTON, March 11 {/?)— 
With tomorrow the last day for filing 
applications for appointment to the 
Boston pwslmRstership, papers of 11 
applicants were on file at the Civil 
Service Commission tonight, and as 
many more were reported in the mail 

The scramble for the Boston post- 
mastership and its $9,000 annual sal- 
ary, developed a new twist with the 
reported entrance of Gen, Charles H, 
Cole, unsuccessful candidate for the 
Democratic gubernatorial nomination 
in Ma.ssachusetts last Fall who re- 
cently resigned ass chairman of the 
State Racing Commission. 

His candidacy was interpreted here 
as a (Inai attempt by Senator Wal.sh 
to thwart Governor Curley's efforts to 
place former Representative Peter F, 
Tague in the pwstmastershlp. Walsh 
originally advocated the retention of 
the incumbent, William E. Hurley, a 
RepubUcan career man. who rose 
fro.m the ranks. 

Unsuccessful in this, Walsh Uien 
was reported to have attempted to 
outwit Curley by propasing the ap- 
pointment of Patrick Connolly, an- 
other career man now in the service, 
but a Democrat, Cole, becked by 
Walsh in the pre-primary convention 
which endorsed him for th governor- 
ship, is expected to have the recom- 
mendation of the Bay State senatoa-s 
if he Ls among the top three In the 
examination,

He added that 
success of the projected board would 
depend on the confidence of both em- 
plo.vers and employes in its decrees.

Governor JSu^jey's assault on excessive 
profits of public utility concerns should not 
be left to the 32 economi.sts he has assembled 
to study half a dozen different problems of 
this nature. The public should join heartily 
and demonstratively. "Brain Trusters," to 
judge from some results, are slender reeds on 
which to lean. They are strong on theories 
but often very, very weak in practical experi- 
ence or intimate knowledge of the particular 
problem before them. 

It has been demonstrated, without such 
aid, that concerns dependent on public sup- 
port can be made to see the danger of too ex-, 
tensive proiits. The interest rate on bank 
mortgages has been reduced. Beginning next 
month something like $2,000,000 a year will 
be saved consumers of electric power in the 
state The News looks forward to reporting 
other reductions which, like those mentioned, 
will result from the activity and insistence of 
Governor Curley. 

But there is grave danger that these will 
not be real savings but will be swallowed up 
in greater governmental expense. Already 
there are signs of this.

Boston, Marcs 12 — Gov James M. 
Curley's drive for fib.solute control of 
the Boston finance cornmission gained 
new impetus today when he summar- 
ily removed Judge Jacob J. Kaplan 
and received notice that Joseph Mc- 
Kenney is resigning. 

At the same time the legislative 
committee on cities was reporting a 
bill, following public hearing, to 
abolish the commission altogether, a 
plan which has the governor's ap- 
proval. 

Judge Kaplan was removed on the 
ground that he w^as illegally appoint- 
ed late last year by then Gov Joseph 
B. Ely, inasmuch as he already held 
two other appointive position.s, notary 
public and special justice of the Dor- 
chester district court. C. McKenney, 
former Boston university coach, is 
resigning because he holds another 
appointive position, that of athletic 
coach in Boston public .schools. 

Gov Curley declined to accept the 
resignation of Kaplan as notary pub- 
lic, offered after he notified Kaplan 
last week that it is unconstitutional 
to hold more than one appointive po- 
sition. 

The governor had previously re- 
moved two members of this commis- 
sion, Charles Moorefleld Storey and 
Joseph Joyce Donahue. He .said this 
afternoon he will submit two names 
for this commission to the e.vecutive 
council tomorrow and .ask their con- 
firmation under suspension of rulea.

"Governor Briggs wa.i a Berkshire 
man. born in Adams in 1796. He 
practiced law in Adams, Lanesboro 
and Pittsfield. Beginning in 1830, 
he served six tenns in Congress. He 
was Governor from 1843 to 1851. He 
was influential in Congress. He was 
a strong Governor. 

"During his administration Pro- 
fessor Webstei- of Harvard murdered 
Dr. Parkman of Boston and the 
Governor was placed under severe 
pressm-e to commute the sentence of 
death to life imprisonment. Gov- 
ernor Briggs Fefused to inteiipose 
and Professor Webster was hanged. 
Butler in his later career liked to 
taunt Harvard on the hanging of 
a member of its faculty. Thus there 
was more cormection between the 
careers of the two governors than 
Secretan,- Grant realizes, perhaps.

i Proponents of the legislation, by 
'wliich the state would appropriate 
, SIOO.OOO for the purchase of 8000 acres 
i in Sandwich, Falmouth, Bourne and 
Mashpee as a site for the camp, urged 
its adoption on the basis of military 
necessity, economy and the boost it 
would give to "work and wages." In the 
last-named connection, the federal gov- 
ernment will be asked to supply $2,300,- 
000 to construct buildings and other- 
wise lay out the most modern and com- 
plete national guard camp In the coun- 
try. 

Two score property holders In the 
towns affected were heard during the 
long afternoon session. They based their 
arguments against the legislation on 
the alleged unconstitutionality of the 
act as drawn, on the fact that it would 
be 300 feet from the highway. Instead 
of a mile; on the effect it would have 
on the cape as a vacation land, and on 
a denial of the "work and wages" argu- 
ment. 

The bill previously had been reported 
favorably by the committee on military 
affairs and under legislative rules came 
before the joint ways and means com- 
mittee yesterday. No action was taken 
after the hearing last night. 

Ranidng officers of the 26th divi- 
sion, led by Maj.-Gen. Daniel Needham 
and Adjt.-Gen. WiBlam I. Rose, argued 
the necessity of transferring the divi- 
sion's 15-day tour of duty in July from 
Port Devens to Cape Cod.

Since 1928 Cities Have Lost 

$50,000,000 in Receipts, 

Executives Declare 



Mayor Frederick W. Mansfield of Bos- 
ton and officials of three other Massachu. 
setts cities visited the office of Governor 
Curley today, to urge him to support 
their proposal for a sales tax as a means 
of relieving the present burden on real 
estate. Besides Mayor Mansfield the 
delegation which represented the Massa- 
chusetts League of Muncipalitles In- 
cluded Mayors John C. Mahoney of 
Worcester, and George J. Bates of Salem 
and Acting Mayor Phillip B. Erard of 
Springfield. Besides the sales tax they 
advocated a 50 per cent increase in th« 
present income tax for Ave years grants 
by the State, to cities and towns, of sums 
equal to two-thirds of the increase in wel- 
fare expenditures from 1928 to 1934, and 
an increase in the borrowing capacity of 
the muioipalitles to meet welfare and sol- 
diers relief expenditures and tax reduc- 
tions. 

The delegation of mayors pointed out 
that since 1928 the cities of the State 
had lost $50,000,000 in income because 
of diminished tax receipts and lower prop- 
erty valuations. They estimated that the 
aggregate income of the various commu- 
nities this year would be $7,000,000 less 
than a year ago. The mayors contended 
that the tax rates in the various commu- 
nities were so high that they could not 
be increased and that some other source 
of revenue would have to be found. 

Governor Curley advanced the sug- 
gestion that property valuation be re- 
stored to the 1930 level, and that a 10 
per cent reduction be put Itno effect but 
mayors did not seem to view that 'pro- 
posal with favor.

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What a Time to Abolish tlie Fin. Com.! 



Report of a bill to abolish the Boston 
Finance Commission comes at a strangely 
Ironical time. The cry i.s heard in the 
j very hour when the city's finances face 
acute stringency, and when the threat 
[of a tax-rate of $42.60 for 1935 makes 
I wise fiscal counsel and watchful work 
j for efficiency and economy more greatly 
j needed than ever before in Boston's his- 
tory. That is an odd moment to scuttle 
legal powers of investigation and finan- 
cial control which the public-.spirited 
! people of this city fought hard to estab- 
lish in 1908 and which ever since have 
rendered constructive service, sometimes 
tamely but often with strong force. 

Of course it is true that Governor 
Curley's personalized hiring.-, and firings 
of many members of the board have re- 
duced the commission's prestige almost 
to the vanishing point in recent weeks. 
An official body which should stand pre- 
eminently impartial and detached from 
current politics committed a sufficient 
blunder when it made public a report 
last autumn on the eve of a primary 
election. Since then, it has been kicked 
about as a political football without 
apparent compunction. The latest at- 
tempt to drive so well qualified a man 
as Judge Jacob J. Kaplan from his seat 
In the board— after having summarily 
ordered his ouster as chairman— amounts 
almost to persecution. 

Nevertheless, what one governor has 
done, another governor at some future 
time can undo. It would be weak and 
short-.sightcd to sweep away the perma- 
nent basis of law and of impcr.sonal 
authority whereby the full serviceability 
of the Finance Commission can be re- 
stored to the city of Boston hereafter. 
Kven in recent years the commission, 
while not functioning at Its best, has 
done valuable work for efBciency and 
economy and for protection of the city 
from financial racketeers. 



It was in December, 1S33, that Gov- 
ernor Curley him,self— then mayor- 
wrote to the Finance Commi.s.sion to 
lh.ink it for the a.s.si.stance given in 
bringing lo an end the "damage claim 
racket" for alleged personal injuries sus- 
tained on account of defects in the city's 
highways. Governor Curley then said 
that thi.s work by the commi.s.sion had 
.saved Boston $200,000 per annum. In 
1332 the municipal official serviri^ as 
.superintendent of .supplies gave the com- 
mission credit for a reorganization of the 
supply department which he said would 
save the city $260,000 each year. 

In 1933 a Finance Commission report 
helped expo.se an attempt by certain in- 
dividuals to win profits of $750,000 
through the sale of Youngs Hotel to the 
city, and as a result a municipal order 
authorizing this deal was defeated. In 
that same year a scheme of speculators 
to sell to the city for $750,000 fiats In 
East Boston which had an a.s.ses.sed value 
of $10,000 was expo.sed and brought k 
failure. During the early stages of ac- 
tion to construct the East Boston tunnel 
the Finance Commi.s.sion at least .soundeo 
an alarm in the public prints which 
caused .some of the more doubtful trans- 
actions to be .suspended, even though 
there is insufllcient reason to believe that 
the commission's work in this Instance 
was very thorough.

Governor to Seek Ousting 

Governor Curley will appeal to the 
Executive Council this noon to. con- 
sider Judge Kaplan's appointment to 
the Finance Commission by former 
Governor Ely last Dec. 27 as illegal be- 
cause at the time he was holding the 
two State offices of judge anl notary 
public. 

Unless the Executive Council agrees 
to this contention and confirms the 
nomination of Attorney Kalesky to 
succeed Judge Kaplan on the Finance 
Commission, Chairman E. Mark Sulli- 
van explained last night that Judge 
I Kaplan would continue to si: with the 
'commission at its hearings, hut he in- 
dicated that the judge's vot.j on a 
close matter would go uncounted. 

Chairman Sullivan also agreed with 
Go\ ernor Curley in the latter's conten- 
tion that it would be a good thing to 
abolish the Finance Commission. "I 
think it would be a good thing if every 
city had a finance commission," said 
Chairman Sullivan. "The trouble with 
the Boston commission has been that 
in the past it has been too prone to 
jump at conclusions." 

Neither Chairman Sullivan nor Mayor 
aiansfield jumped yesterday to approve 
the City Council order, demanding the 
Farnum report on the city bonding busi- 
ness and other matters. The order was 
introduced in the Council by Councillor 
Henry L. Shattuck of the Back Bay and 
adopted by the full council under sus- 
pension of the rules without dissent. 

The Mayor failed to say whether he 
would approve or veto the council or- 
der when it reaches his desk. He ex- 
plained that there was a difference be- 
tween reports made by the Finance 
Commission and private reports of its 
investigators. 

Fearing that the Shattuck drive to 
make the Finance Commiiwion's pri- 
vate reports public property may be 
blocked in School street, and that the 
Finance Commission itself may be to- 
tally abolLshed in the next week cr two, 
the movement will be launched Monday 
before the House committee on rules to 
bring all the details out into the open. 
This committee has authority to sum- 
mon before it and place under oath all 
witnesses that It may desire to nuestion 
regarding the land takings and the pur- 
chase of securities by the city. To get 
the private report that the Finance 
Commission has withheld, the rules 
committee will call In Counsel Farnum, 
who wrote the report. 

Abolition of Fin. Com. Urged 

The House today may act on the 
abolition of the Finance Commission, as 
recommended in a report filed late yes- 
terday by its committee on cities. Al- 
though only one member of the commit- 
tee. Representative Frank E. McLean 
of Lowell, dissented from the commit- 
tee's decision, other Republican mem- 
bers reserved the right to vote against 
the bill when it is brought out on the 
floor of the House. 

At the public hearing before the com- 
mittee, not a witness spoke against the 
Inll to abolish the Finance Commission. 
Representative Bernard P. Casey of 
Dorchester led the fight to abolish the 
commission, alleging that it had spent 
J1,000,000 since It was organized in 1909, 
and did not succeed in sending a single 
thief to Jail. 

Attorney Irving Lewis of Roxbury, 
recent candidate for Governor's Coun- 
cil, speaking in favor of his own bill 
for the abolition of the Finance Com- 
mission, charged that the commission 
had suppressed reports made by Attor- 
ney Farnum, and that it had done noth- 
ing but create expense and reveal scan- 
dals. 

Other speakers favoring the Gover- 
nor's inaugural recommendations for 
abolition of the P'inance Commission 
included Representatives Thomas E. 
Barry of East Boston and John F. As- 
pell of Dorche.'<ter, as well as Alex- 
ander H. Rice, Boston and Milton tax- 
payer. 

W'hile the Governor neither appeared 
at tlie hearing nor sent one of his sec- 
retarir."! to represent him, he declared 
arierward^ that he had not changed his 
fipinion sini'e inauguration day, not- 
withstanding the fact that h« had ap- 



pointed a majority of the present com- 
mission, and was sending in two more 
members today. "Of course," he said, 
"there is no course open but its abo- 
lition." 

Governor Quotes Law 



In his letter to Chairman Sullivan, 
the Governor directed that he notify 
Judge Kaplan that the latter had no 
right to sit as a member of the Finance 
Commission. He quoted Chapter 6, Ar- 
ticle 2, of the State Constitution. This 
provides that "No person shall be capa- 
ble of holding or exercising at the 
same time within this State— never more 
than two offices, which are to be de- 
termined by appointment of the Gov- 
ernor, or the Governor and Council- 
military office and office of justice of 
the peace, excepted." 

The Governor asserted that on Dec. 
27 last, former Governor Ely "did ap- 
point in violation of the constitutional 
provision.s, Jacob J. Kaplan a member 
of the Boston Finance Commission," 
explaining at that time Judge Kaplan 
was a justice of the peace, a notary 
public and a special justice of the Dor- 
chester Court. 

To escape the unconstitutional tri- 
angle. Judge Kaplan handed in to 
Governor Curley his resignation as a 
notary public in order to retain his 
judgeship and his membership in the 
Finance Commission. But the Governor 
was looking for his resignation from 
the Finance Commission, and refused 
to accept his resignation as a notary. 
Because of his refusal to accept the 
resignation, the Governor Insisted last 
night that in holding three State offices, 
Judge Kaplan was in an illegal position 
on the Finance Commission. 

That he would continue to recognize 
Jjdge Kaplan as a member of the 
Commission until the Executive Council 
appointed a successor, was the conten- 
tion assumed last night by Chairman 
Sullivan in a letter to the Governor, 
stating that the Judge had resigned as 
a notary. 

But Governor Curley Immediately re- 
plied that since he had refused to ac- 
cept Judge Kaplan's resignation as a 
notary, it was illegal for him to serve 
on the Finance Commission.

GOVERNOR SEEKS 
^ CITIZENS^ SUPPORT 

Wants Eliminated Budget 
Items Put Bacit 

Gov. Curley last night appealed to the 
citizens of the commonwealth to estab- 
lish Immediate contacts with their 
legislators in a state-wide drive to enlist 
the support of the senators and repre- 
sentatives for appropriating items eliml- 
nnted from the executive budget by the 
House committee on ways and means. 
"The net reauctlons," he said, "as 
recommended by the ways and means 
committee, were $206,875, or atiout one- 
third of one per cent, of the entire 
buaget requirements." 

Items for which he specifically solic- 
ited public support were: (1) Tlie re- 
di'ction appropriation in the Governor's 
office force. i2) appropriation for addi- 
tional employes in the sute institutions 
to provide for a 48-hour work week; 
(3; appropriation for a national guard 
camp site on Cape Cod; (4i wage in- 
crease for State Houae acrnh . mnmorf; 
(5) appropriation for stocking or 
streams with fish and the propagation 
of bird and animal life; i6) increase In 
motor vehicle inspectors and state 
troopers and detectives; (7) appropria- 
tion for advertising the commonwealth's 
recreational advantages. 

I urge that every listener would 
consult with their representatives and 
senators with a view to favorable 
action upon these measures. I have 
ar appreciation that public ofBcials 
arc transitory and usually of little 
coiusequence whether they hold the 
office of Governor, senator or repre- 
sentative. They hold office for a brief 
period of time and then they are 
succeeded by others whether more 
capable and worthy or less capable 
and worthy. The state, however, is a 
permanent institution and in my 
opinion the primary obligation of the 
state is tlie establishing of such legis- 
lation as will prove of enduring bene- 
fit from the standpoint of health and 
well-being of the entire people. 

Unquestionably my predecessors who 
hiiVe held the office of Governor from 
time to time have differed with the 
members of the Legislature both as 
t.. policy and procedure. But on 
fundamental propasals such as I have 
here outlined, there is no justification 
for differing, and there is no way in 
which any legislator honestly inter- 
ested in the state and its people could 
d(.' other than support the measures 
of legislation whicli are recommended.

Having been quite successful in his 
iemands on the financiers for lower interest 
rates and in his controversy with the 
electric lighting companies for a reduction 
in charges, Gov^ ernor Curley is now focuss- 
ing his attack on the telephone company.

The subject is more or less complicated 
and we do not pretent to know whether or 
note the rates are higher than they should 
be under present conditions. It is generally 
agreed that the telephone companies main- 
tain very efficient service, so extremely 
valuable that the average business house 
would not know how to carry on without 
it. In fact the point has been reached 
where telephone service is practically in- 
dispensable in modern business. 

With reductions coming in the charges 
of other public utilities it seems quite 
reasonable that the telephone companies 
may find it quite practical to readjust their 
rates to a similar extent. i

BOSTON, March 13— T'je Boston

Attorney Samuel Kalcsky was 
mentioned as Judge Jacob J. Kap- 
lan's successor, but it was pointed 
out he was a re.sldent of Brookline, 
not Boston. Attorney Philip A. 
Chapman, former Boston city pur- 
chasing agent, was to be nominated 
as the sUccesHor of Joseph McKen- 
ney. 



Governor Curley's progrnm of public 
■works to be done in Massachusetts with fed- 
eral funds is ambitious and logical. 

The scope of it is so great that hardly a 
community is omitted and hardly a type of 
public works neglected. Indeed, the gov- 
ernor has said that th.c program was drawn 
up with the idea of anticipating important 
building requirements for 25 years. 

Of particular interest to Haverhill and 
vicinity is the inclusion in the program of 
the Merrimack valley sewer, widening of the 
Newburyport turnpike, widening of the Ha- 
verhill-Lawrence road, and constructing of 
the so-called Haverhill by-pass by which 
traffic through Haverhill to and from Law- 
rence would be taken from this city's busi- 
est narrow streets. 

The logic of the program is emphasized 
by the amount that the governor asks of 
the federal government and by the fact that 
the federal government is called upon to 
bear the entire cost of any projects that it 
approves. 

Calling on the federal government to as- 
sume the whole financial responsibility for 
the projects is based on recognition of the 
financial inability of the state and of com- 
munities to assume larger financial burdens 
than they are now bearing. 

Calling for the sum of !?230,.522,590 to 
finance the projects is in accord with math- 
ematical logic. Curley reckons that on a 
basis of population Massachusetts is entitled 
to $175,000,000 of the work-relief appro- 
priation of -f; 1,880,000,000 that the president 
has asked of Congress. To this he adds 
$75,000,000 because Massachusetts makes a 
contribution to the federal treasury in taxes 
that is larger than the per capita average for 
the country. . 

How much of the Curley program wii 
be approved and financed by the federal 
government none can predict. It is certain, 
however, that Curley will press it ener- 
getically and that few in the state will do 
other than wish him success.

There has been such determined 
opposition to this dog running business, that the Governor and 
the Council could not very well do else than call u]ion the Com- 
mission to suspend nil licenses. 

Tlicre are few cities and towns in Mass,ichii-.ills who will 
tolerate the dogs anil the crowds that follow them. The 
Herald ^'cws has long been opjioseil to this "sport" ]jronioted 
for the personal enrichment of a few. Such ]>ri\ilcge is a 
menace to any city or town and lias no jilacc in any well con- 
ducted, decent living community. 

It f.s indeed gratifying that the racki-t h;is been given a 
setback. There is scant' chance now of any tr.icks being 
built this sjn-ing and summer, for if hearings are gi\i n on the 
proposition, it will be months before the petitioners in opposi- 
tion can be heard. 

M'e hope it is good riddance of a bad busincs. There is 
little if any thrill to the "sport'' for the non-betting specta- 
tor and it has no place at all iji the wholesome outdoor 
recreational activities In this Commonwealth. 
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i What to Do About Prisons 

Uewi* Parkhurst Studies State Conditions for Gov. Curley and 
Urges Separation of Convicts from iTovTceS' 



In a report to Gov. Curley made 
this week Lewis Parkhurst of Win- 
chester, long a student of prison 
conditions here, makes practical 
suggestions involving the demoli- 
tion of the Charl&stown state pris- 
ons and a new set-up that would 
separate hardened criminals from 
those who are relatively novices In 
crime. This report Is based on a 
special study undertaken by Mr. 
Parkhurst Jan. 25 and Including all 
penal Institutions in Massachusetts, 
His report, in a specially-printed 
pamphlet, tells the whole story of 
prison development here and con- 
cludes with the section reprinted 
below. 



By Lewis Parkhurst 

At the present time we have no 
place In the State where the -worst 
criminals In the State (perhaps 500 
to 600 altogether) could be placed 
and be .subjected to the discipline 
and lack of privileges which they 
deserve. 

So, I should say that the most 
Important work to be done Is to 
plan for a more complete and thor- 
ough segregation of our criminals 
Into different classes than Is pos- 
sible with our present equipment, 
with eopeclar reference to the bad 
actorf,. 

To iccompllsh this, I would rec- 
ommend first of all that a Receiving 
Building be constructed. This pri- 
son should be of maximum security, 
and should contain quarters for 
perhaps 250 men. It sliouki be with- 
in five miles of the State House, 
easy of access to penologists, psy- 
chiatrists, physicians, and others 
who should examine these men 
when they are first sentenced to 
prison, and all criminals should be 
sent here directly from the court, 
upon receiving their sentences. 

If a man Is sentenced to be elec- 
trocuted, he should be sent there 
at once, and should remain there 
during the rest of his life. Within 
this building should be the nece.9- 
sary electrical equipment to carry 
out the sentence of the Courts. 

All other prisoners should be 
sent here directly from the Courts 
and should be carefully examined 
to determine where they can best 
be committed — whether It be to the 
Insane Asylum (as is not Impos- 
sible) or to a hospital for observa- 
tion or treatment (and there Is 
such a hospital at Norfolk) — 
whether their previous life and 
criminal record was such that It 
would place them in the maximum 
security prison, or whether they 
could properly go to Norfolk, or 
to some intermediate prison. A pri 
soner might be detained at this 
Receiving Building for a few 
weeks, or he might be kept there 
tor considerably longer time — until 
it could be decided where he prop- 
erty belonged. 

In general, I should hope that 
prisoners would not be sent from 
the Courts directly to Norfolk, but 
should be given a pretty stiff dose 
of real hard labor In a maximum 
security prison, so that when they 
went to Norfolk they would appre- 
ciate the privileges that were of- 
fered them. 

The classification that was at- 
tempted some years ago was to 
send the long-term prLioners to 
Cliarlestown. and the short-terra 
prisoners to Concord. It oftentimes 



happens that a man may be con- 
victed for a minor crime and be 
sentenced for a short term, where- 
as if his whole career were known, 
he would be found to be a most 
desperate criminal, and should be 
located with such men, rather than 
be put In with the many younger 
men who are sentenced for their 
first offence. 

Second In Importance to this Is 
either to place the worst offenders, 
who seem to have no possibility of 
reforming, at Concord, which was 
originally built for that type of 
men, or to construct a now prison 
for these men and take from 
Charlestown and Concord about 600 
men and place them where they 
would have the strictest military 
discipline, fewer privileges than 
could be allowed other prisoners, 
and hard labor — a place where men 
who entered once would not want 
to go again. 

To this prison, from time to time, 
should be sent men who will not 
adapt themselves to the conditions 
at Norfolk. Also, all men who break 
their parole, or are sentenced to 
any of the prisons more than once, 
should Immediately be sent to this 
prison.

Briefly, I recommend: 

First, that a Receiving Building 
be constructed within five miles ol 
the State House, to accommodate 
250 to 300 men. 

Second, that either Concord be 
equipped to house the most desper- 
ate criminals, or a new prison be 
built for that grade of prisoners, to 
accommodate 600 men to 800 men. 

Third, that no more buildings be 
constructed at Norfolk tor one or 
two years. There are 25 to 50 men 
there now who never should have 
been sent there, and these men 
should be transferred to some other 
lu'ison as soon as possible. 

From the beginning, there has 
been construction going on con 
stantly within the walls at Norfolk, 
which has made It very difficult to 
carry out the rehabilitative pur 
poses for which this prison was 
planned, and to enforce the disci- 
pline that sliould be maintained 
there. Later, it might be possible 
to increase the dormitories so that 
1,300 or possibly 1,500 men might 
be taken care of at Norfolk. 

Finally, that the buildings at 
Charlestown be destroyed, the land 
disposed of, and the proceeds be 
used towards defraying the cost of 
new buildings elsewhere. 

Of our total prison population, 
there are a certain number of men 
who seem to be beyond hope of re- 
demption. If these recommenda 
tions are carried out, such men 
win be In a safer place In the State 
than we now have for them. 

There are certain other men who 
have made mistakes, realize that 
they have made them, are willing 
to take there punishment, and with 
prop.9r encouragement and assist- 
ance win return to society and be- 
come an asset In the future, Instead 
of a continuous liability to the 
State, as has happened so many 
times In the past. 

Just how many of these 2,500 
men belong In each of these two 
classes. It Is only possible to esti- 
mate, but from our experience so 
far at Norfolk, there are many who 
ought to be given a chance to be- 
come respectable citizens. 
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Senate Faces ' 
Test In Fisfht 
Upon Curley 



(Special to The News) 
State House, Boston — What was 
termed in the Senate as temporary 
relief for Quincy home owners was 
substituted for the adveise report of 
the banks and banking committee's 
|re|Jort, when the Senate Monday 
start its move to provide a method 
for redemption of foreclosed real es- 
tate. 

The move is the first step of Uie 
legislature In its battle with the gov- 
ernor. He has entered a gentleman's 
agreement with the bankers under 
which he secured a reduction In 
mortgage Interest rate. 

The proposal would affect real es- 
tate foreclosed by banks and sold 
that banks might realize this Invest- 
ment. 

Under the measure, an owner of 
property at the time of foreclosure, 
could, after a period, redeem the 
property, notwithstanding the Invest- 
ment of the then 'wner, who had 
taken the property irom the hands 
of the banks, and afforded the bank 
, working cash with whicli to meet 
demands of depositors whoic security 
Is the liquidity of bank holdings. 

It Is felt the proposal will leave 
banks holding property on which no 
income is realized, with no market 
for sale in the event of foreclosure, 
pcssibiy Jeopardizing savings of de- 
positors. 

A roll-call vote may be taken on 
Wednesday that Senate leaders may 
determine what members are con- 
ducting a battle against the governor 
at the expense of bank depositors.

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State and Local Budgets 

Citing such compelling facts as that the sttte 
government would have this year an excess of 
appropriations over revenue of $20,700,000, that 
1 local tax levies would be increased by about 
[ $2.95 to meet the state deficit and balance its 
budget, that the supplement budget, still to 
come, would probably be increased .$400,000 to 
meet the cost of rising commodity prices, that 
income taxes collected and distributed by the 
State have made a "nose dive" and that an 
added burden would have to fall on real estate 
owners many of whom could not pay, Rep. 
Bigelow, chairman of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee reported a cut in the Curley budget oi' 

•t206,877. '- 

Post^ibly the Ways an<l Means Committee 
hopes to have thi.* regarded as a high achieve- 
ment and as a boon to the cities and towns and 
to taxpayers wlio can't pay their taxes on real 
estate. But it is a cut of less than four-tenth.-^ 
of one per cent in the budget submitted by Gov- 
, ernor Curley. The mountains of economy may 
not have labored but in any case the result is a 
wee mouse of $206,877, leaving the budget con- 
siderably higher than the preliminary budget 
of a year ago and with the supplementary 
budget of unknown proportions still to come. 
The cut is less than one-tenth of the increase 
in the salary and wage list of the State for 
19.3,5 over 1934. 

The army of stale employes is now back on 
the predepression basis and the taxpayers of 
the State are still not far above the lowest 
depth of depression. But rather than drop 
their own pay to the level of that of taxpayers, j 
the state oflicials and legislators propose a ! 
-sacrifice of less than four-tenths of one per cent 
in the preliminary estimate of the cost of the ' 
state government. Yet it is only in the salary 
and wage list that a sufficiently variable factor 
could be found for a substantial reduction of the 
costs of the state government and a reduction 
in the burden on the distressed taxpayers of 1 
the State; and this factor has Ueen increa-sed. I 

This predepression high flying of Governor 
Curley, of state officials and of state legis- 
lators — they are unanimous in this — naturally 
reacts severely on city and town budgets which 
have already been cut to a depression basi^ 
except in the salary and wage lists. 

Though municipalities of the State in recent 
years have more and more lost control ovei 
their own affairs to state bureaus, divisions and 
commissions, they must pay for thci own up- 
keep in police and fire protection, in streets and 
parks, in health, welfare and other services, and 
still pay more heavily for a state government 
which costs as much as it did when everything 
was booming before 1929. 

The amount of the increase in the costs of 
the state government is still in the realms of 
uncertainty "but the increase together with it.' 
uncertainty looks to the certainty of an increase 
of local tax rates at a time when conditions 
require reduction, unless a serious .situation is | 
to develop in the future. I

Thev checked over the information 
available and then told Mr Green- 
wood what other tacts they wanted. 
He will compile the data m the foim 
desired by the state office Mr Little 
la>!t nisht .said that he could .say noth- 
inff for publication, but that the re- 
.sults of the complete survey would be 
made known at Boston later. 

The co.st of cloanine "P the Con- 
necticut water.shed has been estimated 
at about $r,n,00O,OOO. The governor 
has obtained a pledge that $40,000,- | 
OOn will l>o, allocated to the Merrirnac 
river valley, if the public works bill 
now before t:ongress is passed. An 
even larger amount may be requested 
Cor the Connecticut. 

Mr Little had charge of the study 
that was made of the Merrimac val- 
ley in preparing- estimates on which 
the grant would be ba.sed. The field 
work here is similar to that under- 
taken in the Merrimac. 

Mr Little and Mr Sterling will go to 
Hartford, Ct., today and will be back 
in Spring-field again tomorrow. Mr

The question of biennial sessions of the Massa- 
clnisetts legislature was given a hearing recently 
before the legLslative committee ou constitutional 
law, which had before it Gove rnor C iu-ley's inaugur- 
al recommendation and an initiative petition pro- 
viding for an amendment to the state constitution 
for biennial sessions of tlie general court and for a 
biennial state budget. 

The petition for a popular vote on whether the 
legislature sliould meet every two years was filed by 
the Massachusetts Federation of Taxpayers' asso- 
ciatioas and the Massachusetts State Grange, with 
more than 30,000 signatui-es. A similar petition was 
defeated la.st yr.ir at a joint session of the Senate 
and House by the narrow margin of two votes, but 
the Taxpayers' federation and the Orange still feel 
that the people of the state have a right to determ- 
ine for themselves whether they prefer annual or 
biennial sessions. 

At the hearing. Registrar of Motor Vehicles 
Frank A. Goodwin attacked the proposal for biennial 
sessions, charging it was another attempt to get the 
state government av,-ay from the people. "The ques- 
tion is whether you are going to keep the govern- 
ment close to the people or let a select group run 
it," he said, pointing out that the legislature aiready 
had delegated considerable of its powers to state 
boards and commissions. 

One cannot understand why Registrar Goodwin 
should be so concerned o\'er this proposed legislation. 
His main job, presumably, is to make the higliways 
safe for the traveling public and to check up on 
violations of the automobile laws, penalizing thase 
drivers who are not considered proper persons to 
operate motor vehicles. 

Furthermore his argument does not sound par- 
ticularly Impressive. There are only five states in 
the Union that still have annual sessions. Tlie annual 
cost to Massachusetts of a legislative session has 
been estimated to be as high as $1,000,000 and if the 
legislature met every two years, it Is estimated timt 
the saving to the ta.xpayei-s would be at least $400,000 
annually. No state which has changed to biennial 
sessions has ever gone back to annual sessions. This 
itself appears to be sufficient argument in favor of 
the adoption of biennial sessions. 

Certainly there must be individuals in tliese other 
states who are as zealous in protecting the rights 
of the citizens as is Registrar Goodwin. If there had 
been any evidence that biennial se.ssions resulted in 
the government of these states being run by a "select 
group," a movement undoubtedly would have begun 
to restore annual sessions. If such a development 
were likely to occur in Massachusetts under the 
toiennlal session plan, the taxpayers' associations and 
the Orange presumably would have discovered the 
possibihty. The measure now before the legislature 
does not ask that annual sessions be abandoned at 
once, but merely provides for an expression of opin- 
ion by the voters themselves. There seems to be no 
good reason why this petition should not be allowed.

McKenney Resigns From

BOSTON, March 13, (;P).— Trou- 
ble brewed in the vicinity of the 
Council chamber today and not the 
least of It concerned the ousting cf 
Judge Jacob J. Kaplan from the 
Boston Finance Oommission. 

Governor Curley will submit the 
appolfitnieht. of POiilip A. Chap- 
man, to succeed Kaplan, at today's 
Council meeting. 

He ordered K. Mark Sullivan, 
chairman of the Finance Oommis- 
sion, to oust Kaplan yesterday on 
the ground Kaplan was appointed 
illegally. 

The Governor told Sullivan Kap- 
lan was no longer a member of tne 
Oomini&sion, because he held two 
appointive positions, as notary pub- 
lic and special justice of the court, 
prior to his appointment by Gov- 
ernor Ely as a member of the Com- 
mission. 

This, Curley declared, was a di- 
rect violation of the State Consti- 
tution, which, he claimed, prohibit- 
ed one individual from holdin; 
more than two offices subject to ap- 
pointment by the Governor. 

When Kaplan offered to resisn 
one of the offices, Curley refusr-d 
to accept the resignation. 

Kaplan, however, insisted he 
would not re.sign, but keep his Job 
"if they'll let me." 

Along with Chapman's nomina- 
tion, the Qo^ernor will send to the 
Council, for its approval, the nomi- 
nation of Samuel Kalesky, Boston 
attorney, as a Finance Commis.sion 
memiber to succeed Joseph McKen- 
ney of Boston College, who resigned, 
McKenney resigned following his 
recent appointment as athletic (di- 
rector In the Boston schools. 

Meanwhile, the Committee on 
Cities favorably reported a meas- 
ure which would abolish the entire 
Commission. 

The Boston Post says that Ka- 
lesky, named as Curley's choice to 
succeed McKenney as a member of 
the Finance Commission, is a reg- 
istered voter and a resident ot the 
town of Brookline.

BOSTON, March 13 W.— Anxious 
to speed his "work and wages" pro- 
gram for Massachusetts. Governor 
James M. Curley appealed to the 
public last night for support of a 
half dozen of his proposals, in dan- 
ger of falling by the legislative 
wayside. 

"I earnestly urge a more earnest 
and active support of pending legis- 
lation," he said In a radio speech, 
explaining that he wished voters 
would "intercede" with their Sena- 
tors and Representatives in behalf 
of his proposals.

Gray Gables, formerly the Sum- 
mer home of President Grover 
Cleveland, at Buzzards Bay, may 
become the Summer White House 
for a day if President Roosevelt 
accepts the invitation extended to 
him by Governor J arnes M . Curley. 
The Southeastern' Massachusetts 
Chamber of Conmierce, which is 
sponsoring the dedication of the 
new Federal highway bridges over 
the canal during Old Home week, 
has secured from Mr. and Mrs. 
John F. Stackpole, the present 
owners, the exclusive use of Gray 
Gables for President Roosevelt 
Thursday, August 15, 1935. 

It is not yet known definitely 
that President Roosevelt can at- 
tend the dedication, although he 
has expressed a desire to do so. 
In the event that he does attend 
he will be in familiar surroundings 
and occupy the same rooms that 
were occupied by President Cleve- 
land upon his visit to Cape Cod. 
He may spend a day, if he desires 
to do so, fishing around Cleveland's 
ledge in Buzzards bay. 

The probability of Gray Gables 
again becoming the Summer White j 
house, even for the short period | 
that the President may occupy it, 
recalls many of the fish stories' and 
legends credited to Grover Cleve- 
land and his companion, Joseph 
Jefferson, of Rip Van Winkle fame, 
who occupied "Crow's Nest," a 
nearby estate.

Live frogs were 
used as bait that day. President 
Cleveland, awakening "from a nap, 
suggested to Jefl'erson that they 
should change location as he hall 
not had a bite for several minutes.

THIRD-PARTY GOSSIP. 

Talk of the formation of a third party 
for 1936 is said to be spreading rapidly 
in Washington. It has been heard 
there sporadically from the very begin- 
ning of Mr. ROOSEVELT'S Presidency. 
All along, in fact, men who thought 
themselves skilled in reading the seeds 
of time have predicted that the Presi- 
dent would be found putting himself at 
the head of an extremely radical party. 
This was inferred from his coquetting 
with Senator J^A Follette of Wiscon- 
sin, his open endorsement and welcom- 
ing of Senator Johnson of California 
and his complete acceptance of Senator 
NoRRiS of Nebraska. Surely, with the 
large support which he could draw from 
the Democratic party, there was the 
making of a strong and invincible party 
of the Left! 

Latterly this particular pathway has 
not seemed to open before Mr, ROOSE- 
VRI.T so invitingly. His radical adher- 
ents have not served him so well. 
Against many of his pet projects they 
have voted in Congress. Some of his 
recommendations they have rejected as 
being too timid, not at all the policy of 
Thorough which they had expected 
from him. They accuse him of halting 
too long between two opinions. The net 
result is they are drifting more and 
more away from him, and are getting 
ready to say, If they do not already say 
it, that if there is to be a third party, 
they themselves will organize and lead 
It on lines very different from his. 

Thus we have the gossip now turning 
to the reverse of the first suggestion. 
The talk now is of Roosevelt forming 
a party of the Right. It is claimed 
that he will be forced to do it; that 
conservatives will have no other re- 
course than Mr. Roosevelt. Who else 
can make an end of Upton Sinclair 
"and Dr. Townsend? What other man 
can stop HUEY Long, or hold in check 
the destructive and confiscatory proj- 
ects which seem to be gaining favor 
with Congress? It is now a favorite 
topic of conversation to imagine what 
would happen if the President next 
year had the support of the majority 
of Republicans, kept his hold on steady- 
going Democrats, and of the two 
formed a conservative party that would 
regain control of the country. 

Thus far all this has been reserved 
for discussion in club corners and for 
talk after dinners. It has not yet 
emerged into public print or practical 
politics. It may never. And If it does 
come to light and activity, no one 
knows in what direction it may develop. 
It has happened more than once in 
American history that a man or group 
has striven to create a third party only 
to see it kidnapped and transformed 
Into quite other purposes by outsiders 
lying In wait. 
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
